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The citrus fair which opened Tuesday 
evening at the Pavilion is the largest ami 
grandest display of its kind ever held in 
California. It is probadle th at it is the 
first of a series of annual citrus fairs 
which will be given with. State funds for 
premiums and under the auspices of the 
State Board of Agriculture. It is very 
possible that year after year as the 
orange crop of SDuthern Calif jroia in­ 
creases in size citrus fairs may be held 
which contain a larger quantity of fruit, 
and more elaborate scenic effects may be 
attem pted in the displays, but certainly 
no one will ever take place which will he 
better managed or mure heartily received 
by the public. 
The State Legislature during its FeE- 
sion of a year ago passed a bill calling 
for an appropriation cf .$10,000 to be 
used as premiums for two citrus fairs, 
one to be held in the northern and one 
in the southern part of the State. The 
money was placed in the hands of the 
State Board of Agriculture. It was de­ 
cided by that body to hold two fairs in 
each section of the State, using only half 
the appropriation the first year and the 
rest the next. This put the appropria­ 
tion for premiums at $2,500 for each fair. 
The northern part of the State led off 
with a fair at Oroville which opened Jan ­ 
uary 7lh. 
Fruit growers from the south­ 
ern part of the State were allowed to 
enter producía, but not in competition for 
premiums. 
Prem ium s moreover were 
not restricted to citrus fruits but were 
allowed for a large variety of agricultural 
products. By this method the affair was 
made very Euccessful, although it could 
perhaps hardly be considered to have 
carried out the design of tbe framers cf 
the bill who desired to stimulate interest 
in orange growing by putting the various 
sections in rivalry against one another to 
win premiums. The fact that the bill 
called for “ citrus fairs” shows that the 
purpose of the Legislature waB with re­ 
gard to what should be exhibited. 
There was a good deal of delay in get- 
ing the arrangem ents started for the 
tfouthern Citrus Fair owing to the fact 
th at the first committee appointed by the 
Los Angeles Cham ber ojE Commerce re­ 
fused to warve under a superintendent 
appointed from the northern part of the 
State. 
Mr. E. W. Hancock, who had 
been appointed, resigned and anew com­ 
m ittee was nominated by the Chamber 
of Commerce. 
The committee which 
finally 
took 
charge of the fair was made np as fol­ 
lows : 
F. 
Edward Gray, Alhambra, F . A. 
Miller, Riverside, J. A. McComaa, Po­ 
mona, H . K. Snow, Santa Ana, F. A 
Kimball, San Diego* Eugene Germain, 
C. M. Wells, Los Angeles. C. M. Wells 
was elected president and F. Edward 
Gray secretary. 
The committee was 
appointed in January, but did not get 
down to work until the 1st of February. 
The cause of the delay was that there 
was a disposition on the part of some 
sections to abandon the effort to give the 
fair. 
I t was objacted that tbe date 
which was eet, March 11th, was too near, 
and that it would be impossible to get 
ready in so short a space of time. It 
was also urged that most of the fruit 
crop had been sold and that snitable dis­ 
plays could not be secured. 
How mis­ 
taken all these objections were cow 
appears from the enormous quantity of 
fruit which is piled up at the Pavilion, 
and also from the fact th at under Captain 
Gray’s efficient management the fair 
opened promptly, all in order, on the 
very day set. 
When the committee finally concluded 
to undertake the work, Captain F. Ed­ 
ward Gray was made manager, and a 
special finance committee w as appointed, 
of which Eugene Germain and C. M. 
Wells were members, to raise a guar­ 
antee fund of $2,500 to cover all expenses 
that were not paid by gate money, for 


the appropriation from the Legislature 
went to pay premiums alone. 
Tnie fund 
was speedily obtained, it being evidently 
the sentiment of Los Angeles business 
men that the fair should receive their 
hearty support. 
Several of the planR ad opted by the 
committee and the superintendent de* 
serve to be noticed as having contrib­ 
uted in a special degree to the success of 
the fair. 
In the first place, the com­ 
mittee 
selected 
a 
manager 
in 
whom they could have absolute confi­ 
dence, allowed him the largest latitude 
in the conducting of all business con­ 
nected with tbe fair. 
After he was se­ 
lected 
they held only 
two 
meet­ 
ings, 
one 
to 
arrange 
the 
list 
of 
premiums 
and 
the 
other 
to 
select judges. 
It takes one head to 
manage a fair, although the heads of a 
great many people m aybe usod as assist­ 
ants to tho manager. 
Another point in 
the plana of tho committee which was 
found to operate advantageously was the 
getting a«ideof $500 for one premium to 
go to the beet county exhibit. This had 
the effect of arousing genera\ rivalry 
among the counties in this district with 
a result which shows in the superb 
county exhibits. 
Anot er 
w íh o pro­ 
vision was that all exhibits must be in 
by the afternoon before the fair opened 
to be ready for the inspection of the 
judges at that time. 
But perhaps the 
shrewdest of all the special plans carried 
oat by the committee was the one which 
provided for individual days for each of 
the counties concerned in the exhibit. 
This has operated to increase the attond- 
ance and arouse interest and rivalry. 


TH E DISPLAY* IX GENERAL. 


THE EX H IBITS IN DETAIL. 


N a n H e r u a r d l i i o C o u n t y . 
The western half of the lower floor of 
the hall is given up to the displays of 
San Bernardino and San Diego counties. 
San Bernardino 
occupies four large 
tables, and San Diego shares a portion 
of 
her 
third 
with 
Los 
Angeles 
county. 
Nearest the duor to the lof 
o fth e h a llu n immense table is entirely 
filled with the fruit of C. E. Packard, of 
Riverside, and his collection is one of 
special merit. 
It comprises Washington 
navel, Malta blood, St. Michael’s, Medi­ 
terranean sweet and seedling oranges ar­ 
ranged in pyramidal shape, in diamonds 
and triangles, piled high and surmounted 
by flowers. Tho spaces between the piles 
are filled in with Lisbon lemons as a 
background, and tue entire exhibit is 
bordered with Washington navel oranges 
of excep ional size and color. The whole 
is twined with ivy. 
The table given up to the principal 
display from Riverside on this floor is 10 
feet by forty in size, and has the word 
“ Riverside” worked out in piles of or­ 
anges of different varieties on a bed of 
lemons. The whole is surrounded by »> 
row of oranges in colored wrappers, and 
the table ic perhaps the most attractive 
section of the fair. The different letters 
are made of various kinds of oranges, 
and great taste has been used in their 
arrangement. 
Most of the fruii wan fur­ 
nished by the Griffin & Sketley Com­ 
pany and O. T. Johnson, wholesale 
shippers, of Riverside, and over fifty 
boxes were required. 
Redlands ha * a similar exhibit next to 
the Riverside display, with the name of 
the town worked out in 
of oranges. 
Governor W aterman displays some tine 
oranges on this table, and E. J. Waite 
displays the only specimen of the Horn- 
osassa orange in the fair. 
Other Red­ 
lands exhibitors are H. H. Sinclair, O. 
A. Worthing, D. Morey, S. L. Richard­ 
son, Charles R. Payne. F. P. Morrison, 
G. H. Burton, Mrs. H. H . Day, J . B. 
Glover and T. W. Ladd. 
The Ontario and Highlands portion of 
the San Bern irdino exhibit occupies a 
table next the wall in this portion of toe 
hail. 
Both 
towns 
have 
fol­ 
lowed the custom of working out the 
names 
of 
tho 
sections in orange* 
and lemons, and both displays are 
exceedingly fine. 
In the Ontario portion 
of the table E. M. Hatch shown some ex­ 
cellent Eureka lemons and Washington 
navels, and C. R. Sykes, H . A. Darling 
dud J. B. Tays have nome very choice 
lemons. 
In the Highlands portion, O. 
P. Roberts displays orange stock over 
two feet high only ten months from the 
seed. Other matter in regard to this 
favored portion of San Bernardino county 
may be found elsewhere. Dried apricots, 
prunes and raisins, and some choice 
specimens of poníalos by J. W. Doran, 
of Old San Bernardino, are among the 
attractions cf this table. 


A n I d e a o f V a l u e — I lie A r r a n g e m e n t 
o f E x l i i b i u . 
An idea of the quantity of fruit th at is 
now displayed in Hazard's pavilion at 
the citrus fair may be obtained from the 
fact that San Bernardino county alone 
sent two carloads. The value of a car­ 
load of fine fruit is from $900 to $1,200,so 
the San Bernardino contribution reaches 
a value of about $2,200. There are prob­ 
ably about eight thousand dollars worth 
of citrus fruits now displayed at the 
Pavilion, representing orchards where 
one hundred times the amount is sold 
and packed anuually. 
The best place to see the fair as a 
whole, and to take in the fine effects of 
color, is from the gallery. It is evident 
that this fact is well understood by the 
public, as the gallery is well filled by 
day and crowded at night. 
Standing in 
the eastern gallery and looking west­ 
ward one sees the huge hanks of soft 
color of the displays of Riverside, Red­ 
lands and San Diego. 
They are for the 
most part unrelieved by green, and give 
a strong, solid effect. 
On the opposite 
side of the gallery the exhibits on 
the eastern side of the house may be 
seen. 
They include Orange and L ob 
Angeles counties and the special exhibit 
of Pomona, which, although under the 
banner of L oh Angeles county, is nearly 
large enough for a fair itself. _ I t h ap ­ 
pens that thene exhibits on this side of 
the house have nearly all of them been 
arranged with flowers and greenery 
Many of them are arranged with superior 
artistic taste. 
a 
The decorations of the building, al­ 
though not very extensive, are 
well 
arranged, and contribute the right ele­ 
ment to the general «fleet. 
An impor­ 
tant feature of tliese are the numbers of 
incandescent lights, which are hidden in 
the branches of trees, or are suspended 
from the gallery in the Japanese lan­ 
terns. At night the scene is one of the 
most brilliant which the walls of the 
Pavilion, where so many fairs and flower 
festivals have taken place, ever shat in. 
The white arc lights, the rich colors of 
the banka of fruit, the moving streams 
of people among the tables, mingling 
witl\ the steady hum of conversation 
from thousands of lips, all combine to 
make the citrus fair a happy memory to 
tbe visitón. 


W h a t t h e V a i i o u * 
L o c a l i t i e s H a v e 
N e u t ao t h e F a i r . 
As one enters the hall he passes under 
a huge arch of orange boxes, filled with 
fruit, and bearing the inscription on the 
keystone: “ Earl Fruit Co.,” workod in 
Japanese oranges on tlxd surface of the 
boxes. The pillars of the arch are large 
and masBive, and all of the boxes are 
filled with oranges. 
There are probably 
seventy-five boxes in the structure, and 
the fruit, if spread out, would cover the 
largest table in the hall. 


Low A n g e l e * C o u n t y . 
At the left of the Orange county ex­ 
hibit is a part of the Los Angeles collec­ 
tion. 
Alhambra is the first town repre 
nenied. Like the exhibits of other places, 
the name appeurs in letters of fruit 
Washington navels being selected for the 
purpose. 
LenionH are used as a back­ 
ground, and the border is composed of 
mandarins. 
W. P. Johnson, A. E. Put­ 
ney 
and 
Hoyle 
Bros, are 
among 
the 
exhibitors of 
citrue 
fruits. E. 
J. 
Baldwin, 
of 
Santa Anita, 
dis­ 
plays some tine-looking “ orange nec­ 
tar,” and 
C. 
O. Monroe, 
of Mon­ 
rovia, some choice specimens of Malta 
bloods. 
San Gabriel is represented on 
this table by -J. R. Dobbins, with Valen­ 
cia lemon*» and a rare variety of oraugo, 
and O. W. Longdon, with Eureka lem­ 
ons. 
Sand cured lemonr. from Glendale, 
by Edward AyerF, strawberries, from 
Monrovia, by George T. Hall, a display 
from the Baldwin ranch, and preserved 
and crystallized fruits from Hoyle Broth­ 
ers occupy the remainder of the exhibit. 
Duarie’s section of the exhibition, near 
the pavilion, is surmounted by an en­ 
tire M andarin orange tree, which towers 
up thirty feet above the floor. This ex­ 
hibit is arranged with special taste and 
is one of the finest in the hall. 
Besides 
immense piles of oranges and lemons 
arranged in heaps and pyramids upuu 
several shelves, there is an excellent ex­ 
hibit of one and two-year-old orange 
wine entered by Geo. Merriell. 
Glen­ 
dora has a very prettily arranged table 
decorated with callas and hung with 
bananas. 
Cahnenga’s display also con­ 
tains several bnnches of bananas, be­ 
sides the citrus frnits, and is profusely 
decorated with callas. 
' 
Pasadena’s display is spread out on an 
incliued planet'rising ten feet above the 
floor. 
The specimens of navels an 
seedlings are very fine. 
The exhibit 
contains a num ber of open boxes of the 
fruit, and some rare floral specimens at­ 
tract a good deal tf feminine attention. 
A piece of mescal root, used by the In­ 
dians as food, is a curiosity entered by 
H. 
N. Rust. 
There are also some large 
citrons and shaddocks. 
Dr. Conger, Abbot Kinney, C. H. 
Richardson, W. R. Baker, A. 8. Chalfin 
and Captain J. T. Gardon, of Azusa, are 
exhibitors of choice specimens of citrus 
fruit. 
The Pomona display, along the east 
wall, is perhaps the 
finest exhibit 
entered by any town in Los Angeles 
county. 
It is under the management of 
J. H. Todd, assisted by Elmo and Harry 
Meserve. The display is in two parts, 
consisting of shelves inclined against tbe 
wall. 
Four-pointed stars and Maltese 
crosses grace the exhibit, and a large 
pyramid of navels has been placed be­ 
tween the two sections. 
Smaller pyra­ 
mids of oranges stand at the end of each 
set of shelves, and urns, intended for 
wine, but filled with fine specimens of 
the citrus fruit g own in the Pomona 
valley, give no hint of the original inten­ 
tion an to their use. 
H. H. Wheeler, 
Mr. Muir, C. P. Parsons, Elmo and 
Harry Meserve, O. E . White and J- C. 
McComaB are exhibitors. 
Pomona also 
•preads over on to Downey’s table, with 
a fine display of canned and preserved 
fruit and pickles. 
Downey occupies the corner of the 
building with a small but choice display 
ot navels, Mediterranean sweets and 


bright lemons. Jam es Stewart ha9 some 
large shaddocks in this collection. 


Nan n i e g o c o u n t y . 
San Diego covers two immense tables 
near the stage-end of the hall, and part 
of a third, which it divides into Alham­ 
bra and Duarte. The table in front of 
the stage contains the private exhibits, 
comprising oranges, lemons, tangarines, 
apples, raisins, pomalos, olive oil and 
Coronado mineral water. The applen 
are of particularly fine color, probably 
the best ever exhibited in Los Angeles. 
J. C. Frisbie has an entire table to him­ 
self, and makes the best and largest dis­ 
play of citrus fruit from the county. 
In 
the center of the table in a large four­ 
sided pyramid, with different-colored 
oranges for each face. This is Hanked on 
the ends by smaller pyramids. Oranges 
ami lemons in plates and some fine olive 
oil from Kimball Bros., for which they 
have obtained a considerable repu­ 
tation. are 
displayed. 
The 
main 
8 in Diego county table has the name 
“ 8m Diego” marked out in lemons on a 
bed of huge navels. 
A maltese cro^s is 
also manufactured of lemons, and occu­ 
pies the center of the upper plane of this 
section. J. C. Frisbie, W. C. and F. A. 
Kimball, E. P. Fowler, Truman M. 
Smith and Joseph Smith are among the 
San 
Diego exhibitors. 
Ban 
Jacinto 
makes a varied display of cereals, cotton 
bolls, 
oranges, lemons, peanuts and 
raisins. 
Alhambra had not room enough on 
her own table for her display, and occu­ 
pies half of one of the San Diego tables 
wit1! Dnarte. 
Amcngst all the orange exhibits, there 
is none more attractive or worthy of 
attention than that of Mr. Francis Q 
Storey, of Alhambra. His Washington 
navels are a very beautiful, large and 
superior fruit. Clear-skinned and richly- 
colored they show to the greatest advan­ 
tage. Thee i oranges are not surpassod 
by any from the most celebrated citrus 
districts on the higher> level, yet they 
were grown within eight miles of this 
city, and show that we need not go far 
from here to procure a fruit that will vie 
with the best raised in the vaunted foot­ 
hills and higher levels of the Upper 
8anta Ana mesas. 
Mr. Storey’s exhibit 
proves him to be an intelligent and 
painetaking orange grower. 
Directly in front of Mr. 8torev’s ex­ 
hibit is a fine lot of Duarte oranges, 
placed by direction of the managers at 
ibis place to fill a gap in the San Diego 
exhibit. These are not credited to the 
individual growers. 


O r a n t e C o u n t y . 
Orange county’s display, comprising 
exhibits from Tustin, Santa Ana, Ana­ 
heim and Fullerton, occupies a table 
about 15x30 feet directly in front of the 
nri' i entrance, and is in charge of* Theo 
Piuiiinr, of Santa Ana. 
Amongst Ana­ 
heim's and Fullerton's contributions are 
Washington navels bv F. H. K ieth and 
M. F. Bonford; St. Michael’s, seedlings, 
Mediterranean sweets and navels by R. 
li. Neuman; navels and seedlings by 
•John H unter, of Fullerton; seedlings by 
of. C entrulia; clustar of 
uobah oranges by Dr. 
Pheninger, of 
Fullerton; puníalos by L. Schorm, and 
Mediterranean sweets by Leonard Par 
ker. of Ansheim. 
F. Schaumberger i* 
in charge of this part of the display and 
the arrangement is deserving of great 
commendation. Theo Pinthar, of Santa 
Ana, exhibits mandarins, lemons and 
Washington navels. Djwn the center 
of 
thb 
table 
the 
words “ Orange 
County,” have been arranged in Japan­ 
ese oranges on a background of ever­ 
green. A patent incubator, invented by 
D. 
Edeon Smith, is given a place on the 
table, and some of the finest English 
walnuts aud black walnuts grown in this 
section are displayed by Mr. Fort. 
A. 
Snyder, of Santa Ana, exhibits orange 
cider of his manufacture, and H . C. 
Snow, of Tustin, some fine lemons. The 
orange-» in the Santa Ana display are 
remaikablo for their fine color. Three 
years ago thiB section was covered with 
the red scale, bu!; now the fruit is aB 
bright as a sunbeam, and not a scale can 
be found. 
This is all due to hard work 
and eternal vigilance on the part of the 
growers of this section. 


T h e 
n a i l e r y 
Riverside occupies the whole western 
half of the gallory with the largest quan­ 
tity of oranges and lemons gathered in 
one exhibit. They are heaped up in 
piles, stars, anchors, pyramids and vases 
and give the visitor an excellent idea of 
the extent of the orange groves of that 
section. 
On one of these tables are 
snown navel oranges from the original 
tree sent, to Mr». Tiobets from W ashing­ 
ton, which was obtained from Brazil 
This tree was the first of its kind planted 
in this section. 
At the further end of 
the gallery is a huge inclined surface 
10x10 feet, covered with oranges worked 
into fanciful shapes. This part of San 
Bernardino county's exhibits is assisted 
at frequent intervals by pertinent senti­ 
ments, such as “ By their fruit shall ye 
know them ,” and others oí like char­ 
acter made to convey the idea that the 
Riversiders are the populace. 


V e n t u r a a n d M anta B a r b a r a . 
Ventura and Santa Barbara counties 
have their displays on the eastern side 
ot the hall. 
Elwood Cooper displays his 
celebrated olive oil, and a branch from 
an olive tree completely filled with the 
green fruit. 
Goodrich & Johnson and 
Mr. 8awyer, of Montecito, make fine 
displays of oranges and lemons, and 
John 
Spence also exhibits 
lemons. 
Joseph Sexton exhibits a curiosity in the 
shape of a bunch of custard apples. 
Ventara county’s table haB several 
rows of oranges down its center from the 
Topa Topa and Mupu ranches. 
8. W • 
Blanchard, of Santa Paula, and C. 8. 
Thatcher, of the Ojii valley, have fine 
displays. 
N. B. Smith exhibits some 
choice English walnuts. 
W. R. Strong & Co., orange shippers, 
display at tbe south end of the gallery, 
fruit 
from 
Los 
Angeles, 
Riverside, 
Duarte, San Diego, 
Pomona, 
Santa 
Paula, Alhambra, Tustin, Anaheim, On­ 
tario, San Bernardino, Azusa, Rivera, 
Camulos and Capistrano. The fruit is 
tastefully arranged in piles and boxes, 
and is about the finest individual display 
in the hall. The oranges are especially 
large, bright and choice.

The most attractive and original ex­ 
hibit is the grand arch at the main en­ 
trance, built by the Earl Fruit Company

The arch is about 20 feet 
high and 20 feet wide, and is beautifully

Newhall and A. I. Hall 
The display contains every variety of 
budded orange, amoDg which are some 
superior Malta bloods of thin rind and 
delicious flavor, as well as a number of 
varieties of seedlings. 
Mr. W atson dis­ 
plays some seedlings which rival flue 
navels in uniformity of size and color 
and in the delicacy of their texture. The 
whole exhibit is one over which Los An­ 
geles county people can linger with very 
justifiable pride.

Among the exhibits made by dealers 
and shippers, is a very interesting one 
on the upper floor, directly over the main 
entrance, made by W. R. Strong Com­ 
pany, frnit shippers, whose main office 
is at No. 229 W est First street, in this 
city. Tbe display occupies a space of 
thirty-five feet in lengthy and is a very 
interesting one. 
It contains oranges, 
lemons, eic., packed in regalar Eastern 
shipping boxes, showing the method of 
packing used by the firm in ibeir East­ 
ern work. There is also a display of 
fruit from all the different districts in 
which the firm is operating, and they are 
enumerated by a card as follows: River­ 
side, Los Angeles, Duarte, San Diego, 
Pomona, Santa Paula, Alhambra, Tus­ 
tin, Anaheim, Ontario, San Bernardino, 
Azusa, Rivera, Camulos and Capistrano. 
The house stands in the foremost rank 
of fruit shippers on this Coast, including 
in their business, not only orange ship 
menta, but deciduous fruits as well. 
W. 
R , Strong Company are also very heavily 
engaged in the nursery business withia 
this State and Florida. 
In handling the vast amount of our 
products the firm frequently sends out 
full special trains of its own. 
A large 
photograph of one of their fruit trains 
leaving San Fercando-atree»; depot, in 
this city, is displayed.

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MEXICAN ANNEXATION. 


Opinions of High Officials 
On the Subject. 


SECRETARY 
BLAINE’S VIEW S. 


The Hobby of C ertain C alifornia 
Statesm en Held Up to 
Ridicule.

Associated Press Dispatches to the Hebalj 
W ashington, March 12. — Senator 
Sherman today, in asking the Senate to 
discharge the committee on foreign re­ 
lations from farther consideration of, and 
to lay on the table, the memorial of the 
Fifteenth Legislative Assembly of Ari 
zona, praying the President and CongreBB 
to enter into negotiations with the Repub­ 
lic of Mexico for the cession of sufficient 
territory joining Arizona on the southern 
boundary to secure a deep water port 
upon the Gulf of California, which would 
afford an outlet for the products of the 
Territory, laid before the Senate an in­ 
teresting document. 
Senator Sherman, os chairman of the 
committee, referred the memorial to 
Secretary Blaine, and the Secretary in 
reply said in part: 
" I beg leave to say that I can discern 
no hopeful prospect of any negotiations 
being successfully conducted with Mex­ 
ico at the present time, even toward the 
limited object in view. 
The temper of 
the statesmen and people of Mexico has 
only been recently manifested with re­ 
gard to the alteration of any part of 
their national territory by the promi­ 
nence given in certain circles on the Pa 
cific Ooaet to a movement for the acquis­ 
ition of all or part of Lower California by 
purchase. For the information of your 
committee I transmit herewith a copy of 
a memorandum prepared by the Mexi­ 
can Minister of a conversation which he 
had with me on the subject on the 6th of 
June last, together with 8eñor Maris­ 
caos memorandum of Mav 20, 1889, of 
which Romero gave me a copy. 
“ I hold unhesitatingly that the Gov­ 
ernment is precluded by obligations of 
traditional faith from approaching the 
Government of Mexico with a view to 
acquiTÍD g any part of Mexican territory, 
and I equally bBlieve no administration 
of Mexico could face the manifestations 
of national sentiment that would cer­ 
tainly attend any indication of a disposi­ 
tion to infringe the provision of the 
Mexican constitution, which withholds 
from the Government the power to cede 
Mexican soil. 
“ Moreover, even did the subject 
promise a favorable negotiation, the peti­ 
tion fails to set forth the position in 
sufficient detail. The northern and east­ 
ern shore of the Gnlf of California does 
not appear to offer a deep-water port until 
Libertad (Lobos) is reached, some 200- 
miles from the delta of the Colorado, and 
the country between that coast and the 
•resent southern limit of Arizona is 
•roken and appears to be ill-adapted to 
be a highway of intercourse. The Guay- 
man and Sonora railway, running thence 
to Nogales, constitute s the present chan­ 
nel of outlet from Arizona to the Gulf of 
California.” 
Following is a translation of the mem­ 
orandum from Señor Mariscal, Mexican 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, to Señor 
Romero, Mexican Minister of the United 
States: 
“ This Department approved 
the article which, in compliance with its 
instruction, you wrote and afterwards 
published in the North American Review, 
entitled, ‘The Annexation of Mexico,’ 
because it is convinced that total or par­ 
tial acquisition ef Mexican territory, 
whether by force or by means of in­ 
trigues, does not enter into the 
combinations of 
American 
states­ 
men, to whatever political 
part* 
they may belong. As to the gentlemen 
who at present form the United States 
Government and direct its foreign policy, 
we are sufficiently acquainted with their 
high character and political antecedents 
not to entertain the least doubt about 
their sense of jastice and fairness, not 
only on this point but on any other sub­ 
ject. We have, therefore, complete con­ 
fidence that any absurd plans of filibus- 
terism, which are fortunately looked 
upon by the enlightened . majority 
of 
the American people as dis­ 
reputable, 
will 
not be 
approved 
by them, nor that they will lend 
any support whatever to the machina­ 
tions of badly informed persona with a 
view of changing the decided opposition 
of our people to any alienation of Mexi­ 
can territory. We do not attach much 
importance to revelations more or less 
vague .and afterwards contradicted, which 
have lately appeared in American news­ 
papers concerning organizations whose 
aim is to procure, at all hazards, the an­ 
nexation of some part of Mexico, and es­ 
pecially Lower California. 
“ But, though we Jtreat with contempt 
the boasts of idle and evil disposed 
people, who dream of wars of conquest, 
or |of revolutionary movements plotted 
on our border, with the view of the an­ 
nexation of part of ©ur country, it is not 
bo with other manifestations of a respet­ 
able source, though they have their 
origin in opinions equally destitute 
of foundation. I refer to the proposi­ 
tion originated in the Chamber of 
Commerce of Los Angeles, California, 
and presented to the House of Repre­ 
sentatives at Washington, authorizing 
the executive to negotiate with Mexico 
for the purchase of Lower California. I 
refer also, to the opinion which, without 
any reservation, the Governor of the 
State of California expressed about the 
great convenience of such acquisition, 
and above all the purchase of Sonora 
and Sinaloa, about which no mention 
before had been made. 
“No matter how much the Mexican 
Government might be inclined to over­ 
look this double expression of erroneous 
judgment as to our patriotic sentiments, 
and our entire community with the 
opinion of our country in this regard, it 
cannot do so, considering the expression 
of views by the present officials 
of the State of California, which is coter­ 
minous with our territory and interested 
in some of those annexations. We can 
not look with indifference upon any 
thing coming from respectable authori­ 
ties, and if any one should tell us that 
no serious and well concerted plan on 
the subject is entertained by them, bat 
that it is rather the influence of combi­ 
nations and the exigencies of interior 
politics which constrained them to ex­ 
press such ideas, we should be forced, 
even though sharing in this belief, to 
deeply lament that there were persons 
in California with each misguided judg­ 
ment respecting as, who had influence 
enough to induce Governor Waterman to 
make public utterances, without think­ 
ing of the effect which they might after 
wards produce in relations with a neigh 
boring nation.” 
The memorandum then speaks of 
the unanimous opposition of the Mexican 


people to any plan looking to the aliena­ 
tion of National territory, and the impos­ 
sibility of such alienation under the con­ 
futation, and continues: “ It is well 
known that the administration of Gen­ 
eral Diaz has 
done 
all in i(B 
power to strengthen friendly relations 
by attracting the capital, industry 
and commerce 
of 
our 
neighbors, 
and 
erasing the laRt vestige of the 
prejudices which might divide them. It 
will continue to do so, convinced that 
such is the only rational policy. But if 
in the midst of these efforts to secure a 
good and cordial understanding for our 
common benefit, obstacles should arise, 
interpoeed perhaps inconsiderately, not 
by the Government of the United States, 
but 
by State 
officials 
of 
the 
same nation, in such, however dis­ 
agreeable it might be to us, and 
to a certain extent contrary to our 
international policy, we should be con­ 
strained to affjrd satisfaction to the 
Mexican people, so sensitive in this mat­ 
ter, having shed its blood and made im ­ 
mense sacrifices to achieve its independ­ 
ence and preserve the integrity of the 
territory. We should find ourselves 
under the stern necessity of adopting re­ 
strictive measures in regard to the acqui­ 
sition by certain foreigners of real estate 
concessions, etc., as far as engagements 
already entered into may allow. These 
steps might, however, be interpreted as 
showing a bad will on our part toward 
the American people, when we are, on 
the contrary, animated by exactly the 
opposite sentiments. 
In order, there­ 
fore, to avoid such an interpretation, 
under the instructions of the President, 
I have made the foregoing explanation.” 
The memorandum prepared by Minis­ 
ter Romero for Señor Mariscal, after his 
conveisation with Secretary Blaine, 
says: "The Secretary of State then in­ 
formed the Minister that his personal 
views and those of the United States 
Government with 
respect to the 
annexation 
of 
Mexican 
terri­ 
tory, were expressed in his note 
to Mr. Morgao, United States Min­ 
ister to Mexico, dated June 1, 1881, and 
which was published in the diplomatic 
correspondence appended to the Presi­ 
dent’s message tnat year. He added 
that the United States Government did 
not thiDk even remotely of acquiring any 
portion of Mexican territory, and that 
t would not support any project 
having such subject in view, as the 
Uniled States had all the territory they 
required for their progress and welfare, 
and desired no more. 
The Secretary of State further stated 
that the United S‘,ates Government could 
not prevent the newspapers or citizens 
of this country from saying what they 
pleased on that or any other subject, but 
that, as regarded thn acquisition of Mex­ 
ican territory by the United States he 
felt certain that the statements made 
were of no importance whatever, since 
public opinion did not favor farther 
acquisition, and that even it any other 
administration should favor them, he 
thought it would meet with no support 
in the country for such design.” 
ID A H O ’S ADM ISSION. 
W liy tlie n in o r liy off th e T e r r i­ 
to r ia l C o m m ittee Uppo«e« It. 
W a sh in g t o n , March 12.—Representa­ 
tive Mansur, on behalf of the minority 
oí the committee on Territories, has 
filed a report presenting objections to the 
uaseage of the bill for the admission of 
Idaho, now pending in the House. In 
part the report says: The precise point 
of difference between the majority and 
minority is this, tbat the majority ap­ 
proves a provision which deprives a citi­ 
zen of the right of suffrage, disqualifies 
him from holding office, and prevents 
him from serving on 
juries, for 
criminal conduct imputed to him 
when he has not 
been convicted 
of such criminal conduct; while the mi­ 
nority insiBt that no citizen, being other­ 
wise qualified, should be deprived of 
these rights and privileges on account of 
an alleged crime, unless he has been con­ 
victed of such crime by some court of 
competent jurisdiction, and where the 
penalty for each crime, or part thereof, 
is such disqualification. The minority, 
while reprehending as much as any of 
the majority can reprehend, the offenses 
of bigamy and polygamy, and the aiding 
and abetting of such offenses, most re­ 
spectfully 
submit 
to the House 
that a man who is accused of bigamy, 
of aiding bigamy or belonging to an asso­ 
ciation that encourages these offenees, is 
as much entitled to trial for that offense 
aB is the man who is charged with any 
other offense. We therefore insist tbat 
when Idaho is admitted it shall not be 
with a provision in her constitution which 
deprives a citizen of the right of suffrage, 
of the right to serve on juries and to hold 
office because of alleged crime of which 
the party lias not been convicted.

The Coroner’s inquest was held this 
afternoon.

Ruinous Condition of the 
Panama Ditch. 


THE ENGINEERS VERY RETICENT. 


A Possibility T hat the Commission 
May Report in F aro r of Pros­ 
ecuting W ork. 


Associated Press Dispatches to Th k Hkbald. 
P anama. February 24.—The commis­ 
sion sent out from France by the Panama 
Canal Company to investigate and re­ 
port upon the possibility of completing 
the canal has returned to France, after 
remaining in Panama and on the isthmus 
for three weeks. The commission con­ 
sisted of twelve French and Belgian en­ 
gineers. They declined to express their 
views until they had made a formal re­ 
port upon their return to France. When 
it was known that the commission was 
coming, a few hundred laborers were 
employed, the machinery was painted, 
and everything put in as presentable a 
condition as possible for their inspection 
The visiting engineers examined all the 
works carefully, made plans and pre­ 
pared an extended written report dur­ 
ing their stay. They were entertained 
at a series of banquets, but failed to re­ 
spond to any of the toasts designed to 
bring out their individual opinions. 
Nothing will therefore be known as to 
the conclusions reached until the annual 
meeting of the company in April. The 
general view upon the isthmus, however, 
is that the report will be favorable and 
recommend the completion of the canal. 
During the fourteen months since act­ 
ive operations ceased upon the canal 
little or no work has been done. About 
one hundred men are still employed 
along the line of tbe canal to watch and 
guard the machinery plant belonging 
to the company, and which represents 
an original expenditure of $10,000,000. 
This has been exposed to heavy rains, 
and, as a whole, is in a state of ruin. At 
the mouth of the canal on the Pacific 
side at Tahoga, there are at present three 
dredges, two of which are dismantled, 
but all are in good condition. From Ta­ 
hoga across the isthmus the machinery 
of the company lies in all directions. 
The largest amount of machinery is at 
Calebra cut, eighteen miles from Colon. 
The caoal has been built for a distance 
of twelve miles, with an average width 
of four hundred yards. From Monkey 
Hill, three miles from Colon, until the 
mouth of the canal is reached, the banks 
are completely covered with unprotected 
machinery, rotting away under the ac­ 
tion of the water and sunshine. The 
canal itself is filled with a small fleet of 
tugs, steam launches and small steam­ 
boats. Tbe American Dredging Com­ 
pany keepB its office open at Colon, and 
the Panama Company still keep their 
offices open here and at Colon. Apart 
from this and the small guard main­ 
tained along the canal there is no sign of 
life.In case the commission reports favor­ 
ably for the prosecution of work, it ia 
believed they will recommend the build­ 
ing of a large lake beyond Calebra cut, 
With a lock, the whole work involving a 
cost of one hundred million dollars and 
diverting the Chagres river into the lake 
for the Bupply of water for the canal. 
This plan involves the overflow of the 
river in the wet season, and in the 
dry season there is a lack of 
water. This is the only plan out­ 
lined to divert the Chagres river, all 
other attempts to divert it at points 
where it touches the line of the canal 
having failed. Even should tke pro­ 
posed plan succeed and the attempt be 
made to complete the canal with this en­ 
gineering feature added, the cost of com­ 
pleting the canal ia estimated at $300,­ 
000.000.

The Senate proceeded to consider the 
resolution declaribg it competent for the 
Senate to elect a president pro tempore, 
who shall execute the duties thereof 
when the ^ice-President is absent.

A n A ttem p t to P rescrib e P r o h ib itio n 
fo r O k la h o m a . 
W ashington, March 12 —In the House 
today, the committee oh rules reported a 
resolution setting aside today and tomor­ 
row for the consideration of the Okla­ 
homa bill, the final vote to be taken at 
4 o’clock tomorrow. The resolution was 
adopted, and the House went into com­ 
mittee of tke whole on the Oklahoma 
bill.Morse offered an amendment prohibit­ 
ing the introduction of intoxicating 
liquors into the Territory of Oklahoma 
until otherwice provided by law. Lost. 
Kelly offered an amendment provid­ 
ing that the general statutes of Kansas, 
instead of Nebraska, shall extend over 
the Territory until after the first session 
of the Legislative Assembly. 
Pickier, of Sonth Dakota, strongly ad­ 
vocated the amendment, principally on 
the ground that it would extend to the 
new Territory the prohibitory laws of 
Kansas. 
Fitch said this was an attempt on the 
part of the advocates of prohibition to 
win in the House what they had lost in 
the committee. The lawa of Nebraska 
(where there was high license) had been 
selected as a compromise. Now gentle­ 
men whose hobby was prohibition at- 
rempted to extend over Oklahoma the 
Kansas law, which State after State 
voted that it would not accept. The 
question was whether the House would 
override the unanimous vote of the com­ 
mittee in order to please tbe gentleman 
who were advocates of prohibition. 
Funston declared in Kansas there was 
not one open saloon.

A correspondent of a New Y ork paper 
h as lately interview ed th e venerable 
statesm an K ossuth, at Turin, Ita ly . 
H e 
is in h is eighty-eighth year, and is now 
literally a citlzsn of th e world and a m an 
w ith o u t a cou ntry, th e A ustrian em pire 
h sv in g passed a law th a t voluntary ex­ 
patriation for a period of ten y ears d e­ 
prives a m an of citizenship. 
H e is still 
h a le an d h ea rty , how ever, and retains 
s rem ark ab le com m and of intellectual 
faculties rarely surpassed for activity and 
insight. 
H e earnB h is own livelihood by 
th e w ork of h an d an d brain and his con­ 
trib u tio n s to cu rren t literature are fre­ 
q u en t an d volum inous, and highly valued 
as well. 
A ny view s em anating from th is vener­ 
ab le p u b licist could not fail to possess 
g reat in terest. 
H is review of th e condi­ 
tion of E u ro p e will elicit w idespread a t­ 
tention, 
h is 
speculations 
outlining, 
am ongst o th er th in g s, tw o Germ aDye, 
b u t we sh all devote th e brief space at our 
com m and to h is id eas about G reat B ri­ 
ta in . 
U n d ism ay ed 
by 
th e fact that 
th e d ru m b eats of E n g land are now heard 
all over th e w orld, K ossuth h a s the 
hardihood to say th a t E ngland is a w an­ 
in g pow er, th a t she has seen h e r peri­ 
helion and has en tered upon a period of 
declension w hich w ill be rapid and un­ 
checked. 
H e is le d to th in k th a t it will 
be rapid because, w ith th e telegraph 
an d steam , ev e ry th in g m oves w ith won­ 
derful celerity in th is age. 
These facts 
m ake Irelan d practically contiguous to 
th e U n ited 8tates. 
B ut perhaps th e m ost striking portion 
of K o ssu th ’s outgivings to th e reporter 
w as th a t in w hich he said th a t there 
w ere m iddle-aged m en now liviug who 
would see Irelan d a State of th e A m eri­ 
can U nion. 
T nere have been sp ecu la­ 
tions in th is CJUQtry as to w hether o • no 
it would be well to extend our territo ry 
to th e n o rth or th e south, to th e ea st or 
th e w est; questions have arisen as to 
w hether we should buy or tak e C uba, 
an d G eneral G ran t initiated an abortive 
m ovem ent 
to 
acquire San D om ingo; 
som e of our statesm en have looked long­ 
ingly tow ards M exico, C anada and the 
Sandw ich islands, b u t th e boldest of 
th em all hav e not, in th eir m ost au d a­ 
cious flights, suggested th e annexation 
of th e Islan d of Saints to th e U nited 
States. 
A nd it is really som ew hat sin g u ­ 
la r th a t it should be left to a H ungarian 
to h in t at th is consum m ation. 
O a reflec­ 
tion, we reject tb e word " h in t” as a 
m isnom er, 
for K ossuth 
unqualifiedly 
asserts th a t th is uuion is inevitable. 
T he d etach m en t of Ireland from G reat 
B ritain would of itself go far to bring 
ab o u t th e decadence of th e B ritish E m ­ 
pire. 
It was the H anoverian George the 
F irst who, after th e battle of Fonteuoy, 
th e issue of w hich was decided by the 
far fam ed 
Iris h 
B rigade, 
exclaim ed, 
"C u rsed be th e law s w hich have d e­ 
prived m e of such soldiers.” 
I t was a 
fo rtu n ate d ay for th e m ilitary prestige of 
G reat B ritain w hen th e Iris h began to 
en list in large num b ers in th e E nglish 
arm ies. 
T u eir headlong valor was of 
th e greatest im aginable service in eatab 
lish ng th e statu s of G reat B ritain in 
everv q u arter of th e w orld as an invlnci 
b le power. 
Today th e Iris h co n trib u te a 
proportion of th e E nglish arm y w hich is 
n o t generally u nderstood, for th e reason 
th a t th e y go to m ik e up th e ro ster of fa­ 
m ous regim euts 
w hich are credited to 
portions of the U n ited K ingdom outside 
of Ire liu d . 
T hus, in th e case of the 
noted H ig h lan d regim ents, recen t statis­ 
tics show th a t half th e ir m em b ersh ip , 
a n d in one case m ore th a n h alf th e ir 
m em b ersh ip , w as d raw n from Ireland. 
T he sam e rule holds good in m any of the 
reg im en ts th a t are supposed to be dis­ 
tinctively E nglish. 
Those w ho are fam iliar w ith th e Irish 
foudaass for war are not surprised a t this. 
T he claim was often m ade by D em ocrats 
th a t th e ir party co n trib u ted m ore than 
h alf of th e U nion soldiers th a t w ent from 
New E .gland to th e w ar. 
T he dispute 
ra n h ig h , and G en. B enjam in F . B utler 
w as draw n into co n tro v ersy . 
He said 
th a t he h ad had a good m any opportuni­ 
ties of obtain in g reliable inform ation on 
th e subject, and th a t in b is opinion the 
D em ocracy fu rnished a t le ast tw o-thirda 
of New E n g lan d ’s quota in th e "la te un­ 
p leasan tn ess,’-’and th a t h alf of th e whole 
New E ngland co n tingent w ere Irish m en . 
They n ot only thronged to th e front in 
great nam b ers, b u t w hen th e y got there 
th ey stayed as long a s th ey could get 
anybody to keep th e m in countenance. 
Col. Corcoran and his fam ous S ixty-ninth 
R egim ent—all Irish — were th e la st U nion 
soldiers to leave th e field a t th e first 
battle of Bull R u n , and all through the 
w ar th is splendid record w as m aintained. 
In view of the Irish record in war, it 
is not a strained assum ption that the 
mere severance of Ireland from Great 
Britain would of itself be a leading ele­ 
m ent in the decadence of the latter 
country. 
W e next come to a question which ad­ 
m its of very brief discnaaion. H ow would 
th e people of the U nited States look 
apon th e prospect of Ireland’s applica­ 
tion for admissUu to th e 
Am erican 


U nion ? Thirty years ago such a propo­ 
sition would have been regarded w ith 
horror by large sections of th e A m erican 
U nion, w hich would have ranged from 
such elegantes as Bill Poole to th e deni­ 
zens of th e aristocratic m ansions of B ea­ 
con street, Boston. 
Since th e Know- 
N othing gala days of 1853-54 55 56, a 
g reat change has com e over th e U nited 
States. 
By th e tim e th a t Ireland shall 
seek for adm ission to the U nion, New 
E ngland w ill really be an Irish colony, 
of course excepting V erm ont, w hich has 
too poor and rugged soil for th a t sagacious 
people to bother them selves about it. 
T he cities of New York and Brooklyn 
already contain twice as m any Irish ­ 
m en 
as 
D ublin 
herself, 
and 
from 
P hilad elp h ia to 
San 
Francisco 
the 
n atives 
of 
Irelan d 
and 
th e 
d e ­ 
scendants 
of 
Irishm en 
are 
m yriad. 
By th e tim e th e G em of th e Seas for­ 
w ards her petition, th s Irish blood in 
th e U nited States, owing to its rem ark a­ 
ble fecundity, w ill go far to equal in 
volum e th a t of all other races, leaving 
th e Teutonic out of th e count, put to­ 
gether. 
W hen th e facts are taken into 
th e count th a t race bigotries are rapidly 
becom ing things of th e past,and th a t this 
tendency w ill accelerate w ith the accel­ 
erating grow th of th e Irish in num bers 
and influence, we have every reason to 
expect th a t Irelan d will be accorded a 
w arm welcome w hen she gats ready to 
sit a t our electoral board. 
She w ill re­ 
ceive courtesy from all and au enthusi­ 
astic acclaim from m ultitudes. 


A t m e ! Piece off Deiuagrogy. 
In th e proceedings of th e C ity C oun­ 
cil th re e days ago th e following m innte 
appears : 
B row n m ade th e following m o tio n : 
" I n case th e contracts of sew er bonds 
are issued th e following conditions shall 
be observed : O nly citizens of th e U nited 
8tates shall be em ployed to do th e work ; 
citizens of Los A ngeles county shall be 
given th e preference of em ploym ent, and 
no laborer shall be paid leas than $2 per 
d a y .” 
C arried. 
B nm tnerland m oved th a t the laborers 
em ployed in the construction of sew ers 
shall work b u t eight hours, th a t no C hi­ 
nese or foreign labor shall be em ployed, 
and th a t no C hinese-m ade brick shall be 
used in th e construction of the sew ers.

The citrus crop of this Section no.v 
araount& to over 3,000 carloads a year, 
or about 1,000,000 boxes. 
T hese are 
w orth to th e grow ers 
approxim ating 
$2,000,000. 
T he fruit is know n in al­ 
m ost every ham let in th e lan d , and ia 
everyw here regarded as 
of 
excellent 
qnality. 
As fiae lem ons as th e world 
produces of hom e grow th are sold on the 
streets of Los A ngeles daily a t ab o u t one 
cent each.

will be paying interest on $2,000 at tho 
rate of 12 per cent, if th e trees are 
properly cared for. 


Sales of im proved places are not rare 
at $1.000 an acre w here th e trees have 
begun to bear. 
I t is not an uncom m on 
thing for th e ow ners of five acres of 
oranges to pocket $2,500 for the crop. 
The orchards will not average that, but 
tb e best of them will yield as large a 
profit. 
A ny one who will devote his 
energies in an intelligent way to an 
orchard of m oderate sizs can reach the 
very best reBnlte. 


T o d a y will be a greatday for repeaters, 
floaters and illegal voters of all varieties.

Scheme Doomed.

S t. P a u l , M arch 12.—T he L ouisiana 
Lottery legislation proposed in the* N orth 
D akota Legislature at B ism arck, received 
its quietus today in both houses. 
As 
anticipated som e days ago, a second at­ 
tem pt to adopt th e m easure was tried to­ 
day. 
Y esterday was set as the d ay , but 
the sudden death of S u p erin ten d en t of 
Public Instruction M itchell and th e con­ 
sequent 
adjou rn m en t of b oth houses 
postponed action u n til today, an d this 
was th e last day th e m easure could be 
taken tiu and carried , final ad jo u rn m en t 
being too n ear. 
T he first a ttem p t was 
m ade iu th e Senate. 
T he proposed new 
bill offered th e S tate $50,000 for a fran­ 
chise and an an n u al 
trib u te of 
$150,­ 
000. 
Its opponents m oved to lay it on 
the table, but th e m otion was defeated, 
11 to 8. 
H ow ever, as a test vote itsealed 
th e late of th e bill, for it developed the 
fact th a t in th e S enate, w here th e m eas­ 
ure w as considered th e strongest, the 
tw o-thirds necessary to pass it over the 
G overnor’s veto was n ot forthcom ing. 
T h e L ottery bill cam e before th e Sen­ 
ate in connection w ith th e report of the 
seed w heat com m ission, one of whcse 
m em bers is ex-8enator Spencer, a rep re­ 
sentative of th e Louisiana lottery. 
The 
com m ission subm itted its report, which 
declares th a t ail recent legislation on 
seed w heat was constitutional, and su b ­ 
m itred 
a 
proposition 
from 
George 
Spencer, th e responsible agent "of the 
parties behind h im ,” who, in considera­ 
tion of a certain franchise asked of the 
S tate, 
offered 
to furnish 
th e needy 
farm ers 250,000 bushels of w heat, w ith­ 
out interest, to be retu rn ed after th e crop 
was harvested, bushel for bushel, and 
w hen the crop failed th e d eb t to b e can ­ 
celled. 
T he com m ission expressed tbe 
belief th a t the acceptance of Spencer’s 
proposition was th e only possible schem e 
by w hich th e needy farm ers could be 
provided w ith seed, an d recom m ended 
th e acceptance thereof. 
T he "ce rtain franchiee” referred 
to 
w ere th e lottery powers eet forth in the 
form er lottery bill, am ended as m en ­ 
tioned in these dispatches last night. 
T he report of th e com m ission w ith the 
proposal of relief, from th e lottery, was 
th en taken to th e H ouse, w here th e 
m otion to lay on th e table whs carried 
and an adjo u rn m en t was taken until 
evening. 
A t th e evening 
session a 
motion was m ake by Stevens to recon­ 
sider th e vote by w hich th e now noto­ 
rious Saudager’s bill is indefinitely post­ 
poned, and th e previous question being 
ordered the m otion w as lout by a vote of 
23 yeas to 31 nays. 
T be vote was som e­ 
thing of a surprise, th e ooponents of the 
m easure in th e H ouse having u n d eresti­ 
m ated th e ir stren g th , although claim ing 
enough to win. 
In an interview G overnor M iller says 
arrangem ents have been alm ost com ­ 
pleted for ab u n d a n t seed w heat supplies.

rected to B urchell an d signed Stafford, 
said : 
"T elegram an d letter sen t y ester­ 
day to ship heavy baggage to Fifth- 
avenue hotel, New Y o rk .”

Growers’ Convention. 


T H E COiTONY CUSHION SCALE 


H isto ry o f Its K ise and D ow nfall 
an d th e C anses—The 
Bed Scale. 


The following paper was read by 
George Rice, quarantine officer of the 
State Board of Horticulture a t the Fruit­ 
Growers’ Convention: 
But for the timely arrest and practical 
exterm ination of the cottony cushion 
■cale, the final resulte of its devastation 
would have been incalculable. 
The 
■tory of its destructiveness is too fresh 
in the minds of all to be repeated at this 
time. 
The damage caused by its ravages 
amounted to millions of dollars, and the 
wisest hoads predicted that unless some 
sure cure or preventative should 
secured, the time waH not far distant 
when our beautiful and frnitful orchards 
would become barley fields, and the old 
time bnsiness ol pasturing the lands 
with sheep and cattle would soon return 
Not only this wholesale destruction of 
our orchards, but the desolation of the 
beautiful yarch, gardens and parks for 
which California is so famous, would fol­ 
low ; but let us not contemplate what 
m ight have been, but congratulate our­ 
selves on the present happy condition of 
oar homes, surrounded with the orange, 
lemon, vine, shrubs and roses, and in our 
congratulations let us not forget the 
gratitude we owe to those who, by their 
persistent endeavors, by their trained 
and scientific knowledge, made it pos­ 
sible for us today to s a y : “ This curse 
has passed by and we are thankful.’ 
It may be of interest to many to hear 
a very brief history of the rise and down­ 
fall of this worst of pests, the cottony 
cushion scale. 
Besides, it is well to 
record some of its history while it is 
fresh in our minds, and if any mistakes 
are made they can be corrected. 
The cottony cushion 
scale 
(icery« 
purchasi) undoubtedly originated in the 
acacia forests of Australia, where it 
seems to make its home. 
The first au 
then tic date that I can find in its history 
is 1873, when it was noticed in Cape 
Town, Africa. 
No date is to be found of 
its advent in Australia, but that it is in­ 
digenous to that country there is no 
doubt; however, it is only in late years 
that it has extended to their orange, 
lemon and ornamental trees, shrubs, 
vines and roses. 
That it has not re­ 
ceived the attention in Australia which 
it has in this country is evident from 
the fact that over there they did not 
know what was killing the Beale in some 
sections, while in other sections and in 
New Zealand the pest has full sway. The 
papers of those infected sections (papers 
received on last steamer) recommended 
the use of several of our old was hea to 
exterm inate the scale. They will proba­ 
bly hear of the vedolia later on, and we 
will take pleasure 
in sending 
them 
a large consignment 
at 
almoBt any 
time. 
The cottony cushion scale was brought 
to this country from A ustralia by the 
late Mr. Gt-orge Gordon, of Menlo Park, 
near San Francisco, in 1868 or 1889, on 
trees and shrubs imported by him from 
Australia. 
Atrention was first called to 
it by Mr. R. H. Strecher, of San Fran­ 
cisco, in a paper, accompanied with 
specimens, which were probably very 
much admired, which he read before the 
California Academy of Science. 
In 1872 Prof. C. V. Riley, th9n State 
Entomologist of Missouri, had his atten­ 
tion called to this scale. 
It was not until 1877, thirteen years 
ago, or five years after Prof. Riley had 
his attention called to it, th at the Ento 
mological Department of the Depart­ 
m ent of Agricultural at W ashington was 
informed of this pest. 
Prof. Riley, in 
the introduction of hiB reportas Entomol­ 
ogist of the departm ent,the following year 
(1878) “ refers to serious complaints that 
came from the Pacific Coast of injury by 
it (the cottony cushion scale) to orchards 
and ornamental trees.” It was then in 
its incipiency, but was fouud to be a 
dangerous pest; yet if radical and heroic 
treatm ent had been used at that time it 
m ight have been stam ped out. 
How­ 
ever, it is easy enough now to see what 
m k'ht have been done; but it should be 
a lesson to us in the future. 
/ 
The spread of the tcale was hardly no­ 
ticed at first, but it soon began to in­ 
crease very rapidly and caused much 
alarm . From Menlo Park it spread over 
Central California, reaching Kan Mateo, 
Sacramento, Santa Rosa, San Rafael and 
many other places. 
It was introduced into Los Angeles by 
Thomas A. Garey, and into Santa Bar­ 
bara by W. W. Stow, on trees received 
from Menlo Park, in 1878, about ten 
years after its first introduction into the 
State. In the southern part of the State 
the scale found a congenial home in the 
mild climate among the orange groves, 
and thrived and multiplied and set out 
on its work of devastation, which soon 
proved to be worse than if a destructive 
fire had swept over the country. It was 
three years after its introduction in the 
Garey orchard, on Alameda street, Los 
Angeles, before it put iu an appearance in 
the beautiful San Gabriel valley, where 
it was taken on a potted plant by Mrs. 
McGregory. 
From the city and the 
▼alley it soon spread over hundreds of 
acres of orchards and gardens in Los 
Angeles county, and it seemed as 
citruB culture was doomed.

cated, in an address before the State 
Board of Horticulture, the advisability 
of sending an agent, as I had suggested 
to him .” 
All efforts to secure help from the De­ 
partment of Agriculture, Washington, 
! ailed, because the departm ent was not 
authorized to spend the money appro­ 
priated for that department to send # 
man to Australia, even after we had posi 
tive information that there was a para­ 
site waiting for us that would at least 
check the ravages of the cottony cushion 
scale, if we would only go and get it. 
All efforts to secure an appropriation 
from Congress failed in not providing in 
the appropriation that was allowed, that 
it could be used in sending a man out­ 
side of the United States. Thus the case 
stood late in 1887. 
Congress 
had, 
however, 
Drovided 
amply for an exhibit to be held in Mel­ 
bourne in 1888, apnointing the Hon. 
Frank MeCoppin, of California, as Com­ 
missioner. 
Here wa* an opportunity 
and it was improved. 
Knowing that 
Mr. J. DeBarth Rkorb, of San Gabriel, 
who is the owner of large orange orchards 
which were badly infected with the cot­ 
tony cushion scale, had interested him­ 
self in the matter, I wrote him as to how 
it came about etc. 


THE DOWNFALL, 
An era of soaps, caustic, kerosene and 
poisons, made up into a thousand and 
one different cure-alls endued; in fact, 
almost every orchardist bad a so-called 
rem ed7 of his own, most all of which 
really did more harm than good, but 
“ the good tim e coming, long on the way 
was when her ladyship, the Australian 
vedolia cardihalis, came to our rescue. 
It was Mr. Alexander Craw, who, as 
early as 1880, first suggested that there 
mu»t be a parasite where this terrible 
scale came from in Australia, to keep it 
in eheck, else tfce groves of that country 
would have been destroyed. 
In 188 L we find recorded in the pro­ 
ceedings of the State Board of Horticul­ 
ture, a discussion by its members, on 
the sab j set of securing and propagating 
parasites or beneficial insects. 
This 
board, we find taking the cue laid down 
by Felix Gillett, one of its members, kept 
persistently at work to secure a parasite 
for the cottony cushion scale. 
They 
petitioned th e Department of Agricul­ 
ture, memoiialized 
Congress, passed 
resolutions at each and every fruit-grow 
era’ 
convention, 
corresponded with 
officials and orchardists in all parts of 
the world, and kept up the fight until 
their efforts were rewarded with success. 
I know I tread on disputed ground, as 
to whom credit is due in securing the 
vedolia, and through it, destroying the 


HOW IT CAME ABOUT. 
The following letter explains itself and 
give it in fu ll: 


S an G a b r ie l , C a l ., Feb. 23, 1890. 
Mr. Geo Rice, State Board of Horticul­ 
ture, San Francisco. 
D e a r Si r :—Your favor of the 19th 
inst. asking for fhe history of how the 
vedolia cardinalis was introduced into 
this State, is received. 
I have the honor 
to state in answer thereto, that one 
evening some time ^revionR to the de 
parture of Hon. Frank MeCoppin for 
Melbourne, he a"ked me how or what he 
could do as Commissioner that would 
most 
benefit 
bis 
State, 
California. 
Knowing for some time past through the 
Australian newspapers as well as by 
private Bources of information, that a 
parasite had destroyed all the cotton 
cushion scale in and around Adelaide 
within a circuit of one hundred and 
twenty-five miles. I told Mr. MeCoppin 
if he could secure the appointment of 
some entomologist of the Agricultural 
Department of Washington, to be sent 
on with him to secure the parasite and 
provide means of sending them here 
without dying on the steamer he would 
do a grand work for his State. Imm edi­ 
ately acting on the suggestion, he tale- 
graphed on to Secretary Bayard, using 
my name as he told me as authority for 
the value of the parasite and asking for 
the appointment of the entomologist. 
Mr. Bayard replied 
expressing his 
willingness to make the appointment, 
hut regretted that there was no appro­ 
priation available to m eet the necessary 
expenses. 
Mr. MeCoppin replying, offered very 
generously 
to devote 
two thousand 
dollarB of 
the 
appropriation made 
to meet the expenses of the U. S. 
Commission to Melbourne (and which 
was entirely unter his control), and the 
entomologist was duly sent, and did his 
work admirably. The vedolia cardinalis 
arrived in good condition, were placed in 
careful hands, and by the same generally 
distributed throughout the State, with 
the result now known far and wide. The 
cotton cushion scale is a thing of the 
past. 
I desire to publicly express my thanks 
to Mr. McCoppiu for his generous and 
efficient act in obtaining for the orange- 
growers of California this great blessing, 
tne vedolia cardinalis. 
W ithout its aid 
the entire citrus interest of California 
was doomed to destruction, a loss greater 
than generally appreciated throughout 
the State. 
I also desire to call attention to the 
fact that Mr. McCoppin’s only desire 
was to serve his State in accomplishing 
tbe work he did, and that he did not 
consider himself in the m atter. 
Could I with propriety in a public in­ 
quiry like this withhold my name en­ 
tirely from connection with it, I would 
do so, and not attem pt to share the 
redit when it belongs to Mr. MeCoppin. 
Very truly yours,

We find iu the official records at W ash­ 
ington th at Mr. MeCoppin had done as 
suggested in the above correspondence. 
Mr. G. L. Rives, Assistant Secretary of 
State, communicated the facts to the 
Hon N. J. Coleman, Commissioner 
of Agriculture, “ requesting him to detail 
Professor Riley and his assistants to be 
sent to Australia at the expense of the 
Commission.” 
In reply to this com­ 
munication, Mr. Coleman, Jane 23d, 
said: 
“ There can be no question as to 
the importance of the investigation al­ 
luded to, and I know of nothing to pre 
vent my complying with the proviso 
that the party cr parties I may send to do 
the work will go as an aid or aids to the 
Commission, and make a report which 
shall be part of the general report to the 
Secretary of State." 
Three days later, June 261b, Secretary 
Rives, in a communication to Commis­ 
sioner Coleman say s: “ I have to inform 
you that the m atter of employing and 
compensating subordinate assistants has 
been left entirely to the discretion of Mr. 
MeCoppin, subject, of course, to the 
eventual control of the Secretary of State, 
In the present instance the Department 
approves of Mr. McCoppin’s arrange­ 
ments. In brief, the gentlemen whom 
you propose to send, so far as they repre­ 
sent the United 8tates in any capacity at 
the Melbourne Exposition, will be en­ 
tirely under the direction and control of 
Mr. MeCoppin, who will audit and pay 
all their accounts, and to whom they will 
rep irt.” 
This, it would seem, should settle the 
question as to how the money, the most 
necessary part of the accomplishment of 
tha 
end, 
was 
raised 
unless 
we 
give 
the 
preponderance 
of 
credit 
to 
the 
keen-sighted 
and trained 
entomologist, 
Mr. 
Albert 
Keobele, 
That Mr. MeCoppin opened the way to 
secure the final result, and that to him 
the honor belongs of finally reporting to 
the General Government, the discovery 
and importation of this most wonderful 
little ladybird, the vedolia cardinalis, isa 
settled fact. 
To settle the story of naming the ve 
dolía, I give the language of those inter­ 
ested. 
Prof. Riley says in an article over his 
own signature 
“ When Mr. 
Keobele 
McCoppin’i 


MeCoppin replies as follows: “ Af;er 
the Prince of Wales had testified in a 
celebrated divorce case, all England— 
perhaps all English speaking people— 
eaid he lied like a gentleman, bnt I can­ 
not say as much for the professor.” The 
proof that Mr. MeCoppin made no such 
request of Mr. Keobele, and that he did 
not so report it, can be produced at my 
office whenever wanted. 
THE FINAL RESULT. 
We had heard that there was a para­ 
site in Australia that had almost entirely 
exterminated the cottony cushion scale, 
and it was to get these parasites that Mr. 
Keobele was sent to Australia. 
The 
parasite waB known as the Lestophones 
a minute fly that punctured the scale 
laid its egg, whicn hatched out into a 
grub that made its meal of the scale, and 
changed into a fly to again repeat its 
work. 
Mr. Albert Keobele left Ran Francisco 
for Australia August 20,1888, and arrived 
at his destination in due season. 
He 
immediately sent a supply of the Lesto- 
phones to this country, which was duly 
taken care of on their arrival. In the 
mean time Mr. Keobele went to work to 
thoroughly investigate the scales, their 
parasites and their workings, and was 
not long in discovering, what our Aus­ 
tralian friends had not done, th at the 
boss” scale destroyer was an entirely 
different kind of a parasite. It was the 
ladybird,the vedolia cardinalis, he fouud 
to be the principal enemy of the eottony 
cushion scale, and he was not long in 
dropping Mr. Fly and making the ac­ 
quaintance of her ladyship, Miss Vedolia 
Cardinalis. 
He captured and shipped 
several colonies of beetles and their 
larvro 
The first importation reached 
here November 30th, another December 
29, 1888, and still another January 24, 
1889. 
These colonists were Bent to the 
Wolfskill orchard in Los Angeles, and 
Dobbios’s and Chapm an’s orchards at 
San Gabriel, under the care of Prof. D. 
W. Coquillett of the Entomological staff, 
Department of Agriculture. They soou 
multiplied 
and increased, something 
after the form of a geometrical progres­ 
sion. 
Mr. Wolfskill and his foreman, 
Mr. Alexander Craw, who knew all the 
time “ that there muet be each an enemy 
in Australia,” together with Prof. Co­ 
quillett, distributed thousands to the 
anxious orchardists, who, hearing of 
their wonderful work, flocked in to get 
them. 
The same work was going on at 
the ranch of Colonel J. R. Dobbins, at 
Ran Gabriel, where the Colonel and his 
help gave their entire time to making up 
and distributing colonies to all who 
came for them , and they came from far 
and near. 
By December 1,1889, the work of ex­ 
terminating the cottony cushion scale 
practically 
accomplished. 
The 
money value of this vedolia to the orange- 
growers of this State has been incalcula­ 
ble. The saviDg of the orchards already 
infested, the protecting of the others that 
were sure to be blighted by this terrible 
curBe, to say nothing of perpetuating an 
industry that it seems will be the king of 
all our horticultural pursuits, is simply 
grand, and cannot be estimated in the 
usual dollar and cent test. 
In this connection we think it proper 
and just that some fitting memorial 
should be 
presented to Mr. 
Albert 
Keobele, who came near sacrificing his 
life in his search for this ladybug and its 
introduction into this country. 
Nothing could be more appropriate 
than the raising of say not less than $2,500 
with which to buy a neat cottage in 
Alameda, the home of Mr. Keobele, and 
present it to him and hiB amiable wife, 
as a small testimony of our gratitude. 
I 
am sure that the subject needs only to 
be mentioned to m eet with a hearty en­ 
dorsement, 
1 hope prompt action will be taken on 
the subject at this meeting.

attacked

years ago and for a time threatened the 
very existence of the industry in that 
country. During the past few years this 
pest has slowly disappeared from the 
trees there, and now the grower thinks 
little of its depredation. The same thing 
is taking place h$re. Several parasites 
have attacked this one, and while their 
combined work is pot to be compared to 
tha* effective rapidity of the work of the 
vedolia, still the red scale is disap­ 
pearing from all the orchards of this 
section, and it will be but a matter of a 
few m ouths until there is in eo d o f this 
pest too»

It is nearly a century and a quarter 
since the good fathers from old Spain 
came through Mexico, taking in new re­ 
cruits in that new country, and proceeded 
to California to begin the work of convert­ 
ing the native Indians from their pagan 
idolatry to the faith of the cross. In 1769 
the first mission was established at 8an 
Diego. T*o years later the mission at 8an 
Qabriel, nine miles east of where Los An­ 
geles now stands, was founded. F ruit trees 
and vines were brought by these zealous 
missionaries in their left hand, while the 
C hristian creed was offered by their 
right. It is therefore more than a bun 
dred years since the firet oranges grown 
in this section regaled th e surprised pal­ 
ate of the rude aborigines of the land 
In 1831 the first orange orchard 
was 
>1 an ted in the city of JLos Angeles by 
„ean Louis Vignes. 
H e obtained the 
trees from the San Gabriel mission, where 
a good orchard had flourished for more 
than a generation. Twenty years later his 
treee were yielding about 6 000 oranges 
a year. Home time later Hon. D. B. Wil«on 
went quite extensively into orange cult­ 
ure in 8an Gabriel valley, and J. W. 
Wolfskill set out the first large orchard 
in Loe Angeles, where the Arcade depot 
now 
stands. 
Small 
orchards 
were 
planted in various parts of this section 
bnt it was in the last years of the decade 
ending in 1870 that the first effort to 
m ake oraDge-growing a distinctive in­ 
dustry in the section was undertaken by 
the late Judge North, the founder of 
Riverside. From that tim e up to the 
present the development of the industry 
has been more or less continuous. From 
1880 to 1884 there was great activity 
manifested io planting more orchards, 
but about this tim e the appearance of the 
white cottony cushion scale, and the 
ravages already wrought 
by 
the red 
scale 
acted 
to 
check the 
setting 
out of 
trees. 
That 
panic 
is 
at 
an 
end, 
and 
the 
present 
year 
will witness the planting of more trees 
than perhaps ever was done in any three 
years before. Many people well qualified 
to speak in the premises estimate that a 
million orange trees will be planted in 
Los Angeles county this year. 


T H E H ISTO RY OF T H E P E S T . 
The insect pests that attacked the 
orange groves of this section were as 
strange a dispensation as ever has been 
chronicled in the history of any enter­ 
prise on record. 
About 1880 the red scale made its ap 
pearance in this county at Sunny Slope 
and 
about 
OraDge. 
I t came from 
A ustralia on some imported trees 
A 
few years later the white, cottony cushion 
scale, or icerya purchasi, made its ap­ 
pearance almost simultaneously at a 
dozen places in theconnty. For years the 
most indefatigable war was m aintain d 
against the two pests. 
Horticulture was a 
new business to the most of the orange 
growers, and the strange nature of these 
ÍftBts made them formidable to the must 
itelligent and most experienced men in 
the business. 
All sorts 
of washes, 
sprays and gases were tried, bur to little 
practical avail. The trouble with them 
all was that all parts of the tree couM 
not be reached, and whenever a bn* was 
left he increased and m ultipliei after the 
law of his kind so rapidly that, before 
an orchard of five acres could all be 
treated, those trees first sprayed were 
again infested. 
All sorts of methods 
were tried, and it was alleged that the 
carelessness of the growers was largely 
at fanit. 
Of course, great care kept the 
trees clean for a while, while neglect al­ 
lowed the bugB to spread over an orchard 
in a month. 
Many intelligent people thought some 
remedy would grow out of natural law*, 
by which the destructive parasites would 
be 
swept away. There were many 
reasons for such a hope; but hope de 
ferred makes the heart sick in this as in 
other affairs. 
Daring the summer of 
1878 there seemed to come a ray of hopw. 
The white scale bug died from some 
disease so that millions of the pest per­ 
ished from the trees 
Orchards which 
had been covered aa if with snow, be 
cam* partially clean. B at some other 
remedy had to be found, or the pest 
might, return and the orchards be lost. 
I t hud been well known for years that 
the same pest attacked the orange groves 
of the Antipodes, and th at those of Au* 
tralia were well nigh destroyed by it. In 
th a t country there appeared a parasite 
which fed upon the scale parasite, and in 
a few years the bag destroyer put a 
timely end to the tree destroyer. Tnis 
second parasite is an insect like the lady 
bug, so well known in this section. 
Oar 
ineect is a leaf eater, bat the n«w one 
from Australia is carnivorous. 
He lives 
on bugs, and 
prefers 
the 
cottony 
oushion scale before all others. The 
knowledge of these facts came to the 
ears of Los Angeles or Dge growers, 
and they were discussing the question 
of sending a man to A ustralia to get a 
colony of the ladybugs, when Professor 
Riley, the United 8tates Entomologist at 
W ashington, informed them th at the 
Government wonld do th at. ^ Accord­ 
ingly» Professor Keobele was dispatched 
to Melbourne on this im portant mission 
H e was a person of capital fitness for the 
w ork; but he found a novel difficulty in 
th e accomplishing of his purpose.^ The 
ladybug was thore in plenty, but it was 
har’d to find bags to feed him on during 
th e transit to this country. 
In conse­ 
quence of this, the work of shipping the 
bug-eater was slow in the extrem e 
About the 1st of April, 1889, two 
colonies of the bug-eater were received 
here from Australia. 
One, consisting of 
two boxes, was placed in the trees of 
Colonel J. R. Dobbins, of 8an Gabriel. 
These, according to the directions of the 
Government officers, instead of being 
kept caged nntii they ehonld multiply 
into a strong colony, were placed at once 
in the open, to see how they might be­ 
have when left to their own way in their 
new abode. 
The history of the bug in this section 
is well known. 
The white, cottony 
cushion scale is gone, and the orchards 
th is pest bad well nigh destroyed are 
th is year rejoicing in a new and vigorous 
growth that is manifest to the eye as far 
as the orchards can be seen. The vedolia 
cardinal™ is here, while the scale has 
been destroyed. The new-comer has be 
come thoroughly acclimated here, and 
will undoubtedly take up his home here 
in the future and enable the orange- 
growers to bid defiance to their great 
enemy, the cottony cushir** aale

There must be a good deal of promise 
in an industry whose growth is at once 
so steady and so rapid as this. 
Ontario was founded a full decade 
later thac Riverside. The development 
of the fruit industry at that point in ten 
years shows wbat is being done here in 
these branches of enterprise.

“ The above 300,000 boxes shipped rep­ 
resent about 1,049 carloads, and brought 
into the countv about $720,000 in cash. 
The total product of 310,000 boxes, rep­ 
resenting 1,084 carloads, was grown on 
about 4,000 acres, worth $744 000, show­ 
ing an average yield of $186 per acre for 
trees of all ages, including orchards that 
mco Detring for the first tinaft, and j 
all other groves in the county thai nad ‘ 
borne one or more years. 
It requires 
four years from setting to bring a budded 
orchard to bearing, and six to seven 
years to bring a seedling orchard to bear­ 
ing. 
“ W hen it Í9 considered that the trees 
only produce from ten to twenty boxes 
per acre the first year they bear, and that 
only a trifling per cent of all the trees in 
bearing have reached the ages of m a­ 
turity, it is safe to sky th at these 4,000 
acres will double the product of the last 
season within five years, and that they 
will keep on increasing their yield, year 
by year, in a less degree thereafter for a 
number of years. 
“ The unequaled climatic and soil con­ 
ditions, together with our system of irri­ 
gation, by which water is applied when­ 
ever needed, instead of depending on the 
uncertainties of rainfall, combine a clue 
ter of advantages not found elsewhere. 
“ It must be remembered that the area 
of our beBt orange lands is limited, and 
to obtain the most satisfactory results 
much depends on the adaptability of the 
soil and the care of the orchard. 
As 
high as $350 per acre not was obtained 
from a four-year-old budded grove the 
post season, and there are about forty 
orchards in the county which paid ten 
per cent net on valuation of $2,000 and 
upwards per acre the last crop. 
“ Unimproved orange lands, with water 
right, are held at $175 to $350 per acie, 
according to adaptability.” 
The crop of this section for the year 
1890 will be about 
1,000,000 boxes. 
Florida produced in 1889 about twice as 
many oranges as California. The im ­ 
ports were nearlv as much as the crop of 
both States combined. 
The population 
of the United States increases at the rate 
of about 1,000,000 a year, and the con­ 
sumption of oranges Is increasing at a 
verv rap’d ratio.

M r. A. B. Chapman informs me that 
tbe first importation of this citrus peat 
foto Southern California was from Aus­ 
tralia, and was on trees divided between 
Mr. Haywood and Mr. Huntington, two 
pioneer nurserymen of Los Angeles 
«ranty. Their destructive character was 
aot then known. To ua ignorance was 
Miss. They have now spread far and 
wide, and have taxed to the uttermost 
the iogenuity of fruit-growers for their 
destruction. 
The insect when first born is an ovoid 
yellow sack, to many eyes microscopic. 
It remain in that condition lees than an 
hour, whet» antenDEe and feet make their 
appearance and locomotion begins. If 
it is on a citrus tree it is at home and 
begins at once searching a place to locate 
lor future development. Its first choice 
for location is on the fruit, second, a leaf; 
third, a tender limb, and fourth, the body 
of the tree. When it fiuds a good place 
—which generally takes a day or two—it 
inserts its Dill into the fruit, leaf or limb, 
and begins to feed on the sap of the tree. 
It now begins to grow and eecrete a wax 
for a covering or scale. We must give it 
the credit cf being a clean insect. It 
secretes none of the filth that comes 
from tbe white and black scales and 
many other insects. It secreteB only its 


less unless the Supervisors sustain them. 
Articles are passing around the State in 
the public press proclaiming the discovery 
of a parasite—a cross between the vedolia 
cmrdinalii and the twice-stabbed lady- 
bug—that is devouring the red scale. 
This is ntterlv false. The bug intended 
to be described is tbe chiloc-orut troulnerui, 
which has been common in Southern 
California for a 
long 
time, and 
has no efficiency as a parasite of the 
red scale or any other. The Los An­ 
geles county board last August enclosed 
a tree in Mr. Kerchevai’e grove and placed 
thereon a large number of tbe so-called 
parasites, the chilocorus troulnerui, and 
found them unable to make any impres­ 
sion on the red scale. Such misrepre­ 
sentations may deceive the new comer 
among us and enable us to unload oar 
real eBtate, but they bring do good to 
horticulture. The entomologist can see at 
once the folly of the proposition. The 
methods of reproduction of the two bugs 
are so different that no cross is possible 
The State Board of Horticulture of this 
8tate and the Entomological department 
at Washington are doing all that needs to 
be done to bring to light a parasite for 
tbe red scale, if one exists anywhere on 
the face of the earth. This work has 
been in progress over two years without 
success, and until success comes we 
must continue the fight with such means 
as w e find at hand.

own covering, 
When this insect is fully developed— 
which requires two or three months—it 
is found to possess three skins, one ven­ 
tral and two dorsal. The upper dorsal 
is transparent, the second is of a reddish 
brown, and gives it the name red scale. 
The body below the covering always re­ 
tains the yellow color. The colored skin 
contains a center and two concentric 
rings. The outer one is open to allow 
space for the ovipositor. The male never 
becomes as latge as the female, and is 
not round, but oblong, with exuvia* 
nearest the anterior end. The posterior 
end furnishes room for the development 
of his wings. 
When the sun is low 
morning or evening the creature can be 
seen darting from branch to branch and 
from tree to tree in the sunbeams. The 
limbs for locomotion famished by nature 
are very rudimentary and clumsy, and 
if the insect falls from the tree it is 
quite probable it can never ascend the 
fcree again. As soon as it locates and 
begins to secrete its covering it has no 
more use for legs, and they speedily dis­ 
appear. They become involved in the 
eecreiion, and form a part of the scale. 
This description does not apply to the 
so-called red scale of the San Gabriel 
▼alley. 
■■ 
Reproduction begins when the female 
is two mouths eld and continues all tb§ 
summer through and into the winter. If 
an adnlt female be dissected and ex­ 
amined under a microscope of high 
power, only from three to fonr eggs, in 
various stages of development, will be 
ionnd, only one of which will be suffi- 
eiently mature for exit, and the others 
graded to minimum. 
Matthew Cook 
thinks that from two t ) four per day are 
sent forth for a season, and that three or 
fonr broods follow each other during a 
summer; but it has become evident to 
me that bat one per day is placed, and 
that, not in broods, but constant, until 
the storms of winter end the whole busi- 
uens.The insect world is f a ll of mystery. 
Stvti* progress has been made during the 
list half century, but a multitude of 
prooiems remain unsolved. In 1852-3, 
Baron Von Biebold and Baron Von 
Bueleps, scientists in the employ of the 
Prussian Government, experimented in 
fiilicia with the egg of the honey bee, 
using the highest-powered microscopes, 
and unveiled the mysteries that had for 
ages involved that wonderful insect. The 
true parthernogenesis of that hymenop- 
tera developed by these two gentlemen 
has already made the world flow with 
honey. These experiments throw light 
on our pathway in our entomological 
studies. 
The question has been asked a thou 
Band times at our pomological meetings 
and elsewhere: How do the scale in- 
Bects, being wingless and footless, sue 
eeed in spreading themselves from tree 
to tree, and from grove to grove so rap 
idly ? The stereotyped answer has been, 
“O, by the birds, the bees and gossamer 
Bpiders.” Is it possible that Nature has 
been so lame in her provision for the 
ipread of her own offspring? No ento 
zoologist has, so far as my knowledge 
goes, attempted to tell us anything of 
the time and manner of the fecundation 
ef the red scale. When this is told it 
will plainly eolve the problem. It is 
B fact well observed that the wingless 
scale and phylloxera spread in the direc­ 
tion of the prevailing wind. An orange 
grove infected with the red scale will 
spread the insects broadcast for miles 
away in the direction of the prevailing 
winds, and lodge them on vines, trees 
and weeds and every description of veg­ 
etation. I know this from actual obser­ 
vation. The Santa Ana cafion, in the 
latter part of the summer, is filled with 
them throughout its entire length, and 
they are found on the mistletoe boughs 
of the sycamore, the castor bean and on 
the tons of the gnra trees. How do they 
get there? I will give my theory for 
what it is worth. The male in coition 
moants on the wind, bearing his load 
with his long wings wherever the wind 
wafts him, and it matters bat little to 
him where he leaves his load. I have 
seen pumpkins in the field nicely specked 
with red scale. 
The picture, to the horticulturist, is not 
a pleasant one to contemplate. But it 
may be remembered that these insects 
aannot survive the winter on deciduous 
trees and annual plants. ^ Their home is 
the citrus tree and if that is kept free of 
them they must disappear. 
Two methods for its destruction are 
now in use—the rosin wash, and fumiga 
tion by hydrocyanic acid gas—each of 
which is available. Several orchards in 
Orange county have been greatly bene­ 
fited by the use of the rosin wash. Some 
that yielded their owners no profit last 
year have this season yielded a hand­ 
some return. The experience of the past 
can be greatly improved in the years to 
oome. 
. 
Tbe best time to use thie remedy is 
early in the season before the scale in­ 
fests the fruit. 
Fumigating has not been sufficiently 
tested to speak positively of the result. 
A parasite for the red scale would be 
hailed with delight by all orange grow­ 
ers, but no effectual parasite has yet been 
found. The success of the vedolia car- 
dinalis on the white scale has inspired 
the Hope that an effective parasite for the 
' red scale mav vet be found. Bat it will 
not do to wait for parasites. 
The fight, 
mast go on. We must destroy the red 
scale or it will destroy us. 
It is unfortunate for ue that so many 
orange groves in this connty are in litiga­ 
tion and so many are held by non-resi­ 
dent owners, who do not appreciate tbe 
gravity of the situation. One of these 
groves, if neglected through the coming 
eeeeon, will breed more scale for distri­ 
bution over the coanty than ail the Beale 
lighters in the coanty can kill

Orange trees 
are still beintz planted in large numbers, 
but as yet the supply, of which there is 
an abuudauce, does not soem to be in 
excess of the demand. In many in­ 
stances grapevines, peach and apple 
trees are being dug up to give place to 
the orange, and, with scale and other 
pests under control, fruit culture may 
yet be accoided the importance it merits, 
and prove a more substantial and lasting 
benefit than the delusive boom. 
With the steady growth that has char­ 
acterized its past career, Alhambra is 
still forging ahead, as the real estate 
sales of the past month evince. While 
these sales were comparatively few in 
number, the consideration were such as 
to warrant the general belief of a revival 
of former prices, and demonstrate the 
desirability of Alhambra property for 
residential purposes.

Transplanting and Pruning 
liscu ssed . 


THE CULTURE OF 
CRKRIilES. 


Exceptions Taken to Remarks Made 
at the Opening ef the Cit­ 
rus Fair. 


The California State Fruit Growers’ 
Convention met at half-paet 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning, President Cooper in 
the chair and about 150 present. The 
first business of the day was the reading 
of papers on planting, cultivating and 
pruning, all thrM of the essays being 
read by George Rice. The first was a 
carefully prepared article on “ Trans­ 
planting and Pruning,” by G. W. Var* 
num, of Elsinore, in which he said: 
Downing, in his “Fruit Trees in Amer­ 
ica,” says “Trees should not be pruned 
much when transplanted.” I will now 
give reasons why they should not be cut 
back or pruned. The tree has been mu­ 
tilated enough by digging it up. Fre­ 
quently one-half or three-fourths of the 
roots are gone. What does the tree 
need ? Roots. How is it to make new 
roois? It has a store of sap in it when 
taken up. It can, although deprived of 
a large part of its roots, still take up a 
little water from the earth. Tne sap 
which is in the trunk and branches at 
the proper time forces the terminal buds 
to swell, open and develop leaves. 
These leaves digest, or elaborate the 
sap, or rather, it is converted into cellu­ 
lose, after being taken up by the roots 
as water and carbonic acid. By the action 
of the sun on the leaves oxygen aas is 
given off and the sap is converted into 
cellulose, or plant food, or fabric. Ten 
parts of water and 12 of carbon represent 
one part of cellulose, and to make it out of 
water and carbonic acid the latter gives 
np all its oxygen. Sunshine decomposes 
carbonic acid and turns the carbon and 
water into cellulose. 
This function is 
performed by the leaves. If the tree is 
pruned, these terminal bads are cut off. 
and as they are the first to start, your 
broom stick has to depend on dormant 
buds (which are slow in starting, some 
remaining dormant for years) to furnish 
the plant fabric, which is needed to make 
new roots. Again, the cut extremities 
of the branches are open and the little 
sao left in the tree pops out at the cut 
ends and is lost. When the tree is not 
pruned the new leaves on the ends of the 
uncat branches start early and grow 
rapidly, and the elaborated sap finds its 
way through the combined layer, or in­ 
ner bark, to the roots, and new rootlets 
are developed and start rapidly into 
growth, and soon make up for those lost 
in taking np the tree. 
A tree cannot 
make much, if any, root without leaves. 
The leaves are the stomach and lungs of 
the tree; without leaves the tree can do 
nothing. 
When deciduous trees shed 
their leaves in the fall they are done 
growing and making rootB for that sea­ 
son. It is absolutely necessary that the 
tree should have leaves to be able to 
make new roots, unless a large quantity 
of cellulose has been stored up. 
Now, plant your broom ttick; what 
does it do ? It loses what little sap it had 
by evaporation from the cat ends of the 


branches, and by being forced out by 
the power which canses the sap to rise 
in the tree, and that power, you know, is 
very great, capable cf lifting many 
pounds by the sheer force which pushes 
up the sap. The broom stick has not 
enough roots of the right 
kind 
(for old 
roots 
lose 
the 
power 
of absorbing nourishment ) to take in the 
fluids held in the earth, in sufficient 
quantity for its needs. If it happen to 
be a good season it will struggle on and 
live, but will make but little growth. 
But if it is a dry season unless it is fre­ 
quently watered it will put out a few 
sickly leaves from the dormant buds and 
will probably die. 
I planted four peach trees at Elsinore; 
they had been faithfully pruned by the 
nurseryman who eent them out. One 
had three buds, one had two, another 
one, and the fourth had no bud at all. 
The three which had buds lived and 
made a branch from each bud kindly 
left. The one which had all the buds 
rubbed off kept green all summer, but 
having nothing to start from at last gave 
up and died. 
These are facts, gentlemen, andjl want 
yon all to cry this experiment. Get ten 
trees as nearly alike in roots and 
branches as possible: prune th^ roots 
of the ten trees carefully. A bruised OS' 
root may kill a tree almost as certainly 
as a man would die if he had a leg or an 
arm taken cff by a round shot or a shell 
and left the wound in that condition 
without calling the surgeon to make a 
clean cut surface, which would be the 
only way to save his life. Therefore, 
prune the roots smoothly with a sloping 
or diagonal cut, with a very sharp knife. 
Now, make broom sticks of five of the 
trees and leave the other five whole; 
don’t cut a twig off. Plant the ten trees 
carefully, water and cultivate alike, and 
see which do the best. I will guarantee 
that after trying it once you will never 
prune a tree again when you transplant 
it, if you were to plant a million. 
2nd—“ Pruning.” I shall say but lit­ 
tle on this sulject as I have already 
taken up too much of your time, though 
I have left out about one-half of what I 
wanted to say. 
The next year after planting a tree, if 
there is any pruning to be done, I prune; 
or, if the season has been so favorable 
that the tree has made a luxuriant 
growth, showing that it has also refur­ 
nished itself with roots, I would cat out 
all superfluous limbs, all that crop each 
other, and perhaps take off those very 
near the ground. I would have the head 
low, for many reasons, not over three 
feet to the first limb, then leave a limb 
every one or two feet, spirally around the 
tree if possible, or so as to have a sys­ 
tematical head. It will take several years 
to perfect the head. Rmnember that the 
tree will grow many feet high, and for 
this reason it would not do to leave a 
great rnahy branches, or they would be 
too crowded. Leave them about as far 
apart as the rounds of a ladder, and they 
will be handy for the children to climb. 
This is for the young tree while forming 
the head. Apricot and peach trees, if 
on wet land or often irrigated, will re­ 
quire severe shortening, or they will 
make fishing poles. As these trees are 
apt to overbear, it is well to cut back the 
last season’s growth about one-half, and 
you will have larger and finer fruit. This 
cutting back is done in winter. If yonr 
orchard is on high, dry land and you do 
not irrigate, little or no pruning should 
be done. My apricot orchard ia ou high, 
very dry land, and it has not been 
watered for two years. It h*B been 
planted five years. I have never ptuned 
them, and I have never seen better 
shaped trees, nor have I ever seen larger 


or more delicious apricots than they pro­ 
duced, and I am not the onlv one who 
says so. I have two or three trees which 
get the water that overflows from my 
tank. These trees have grown rather 
straggling, but the fruit is not as good as 
it is on the unwatered trees. There are 
apricot orchards on wet land near my 
place which grow rampantly, but the 
iruit is not as large, nor is it as fine flavor 
as mine. 
The trunks of young trees must be 
protected from the sun, or the sap in the 
combined layer will be scalded and it 
will turn sour and the bark will die on 
the southwest side; the tree will then 
bend towards the northeast and expose 
more of its trunk to the sun’s rays, thus 
making matters worse. The sour sap at­ 
tracts the borer, which deposits its eggs 
in the diseased bark ana the tree is soon 
destroyed. Theiefore, if yon giv© your 
trees high heads so as to get up to them 
with your horse and cultivator, it will be 
well to wrap the trunks with white cot­ 
ton cloth or some other material. I 
have fonnd the leaves of the Yucca very 
good for that purpose; two will envelope 
a small tree and three or four will cover 
trees one or two inches in diameter. 
Stand them up around the tree hollow 
side in; cat off an inch or two of the 
pointed end, then tie at top, middle and 
bottom, and your tree is protected from 
the sun, rabbits and borers. Soft soap 
put on with a brush, about twice a year 
is one of the best applications I have 
ever tried to keep rabbits and borere 
away. It also leaves the bark in a 
healthy and vigorous condition. By 
making your heads low you have the 
trunk shaded. The fruit is convenient 
for picking and the ground is shaded 
under the trees, which prevents evapor­ 
ation, and serveB almost as well as a 
good mulching. The weeds will not 
grow as rank in the shade and a few 
strokes of the hoe or rake will suffi­ 
ciently loosen the soil about the tree 
where the cultivator does not reach. 
Ornamental evergreen trees ought 
never to be pruned. You cannot im­ 
prove them; their natural growth is as 
beautiful as possible, and pruning spoils 
them to an uMthetic eye. 
Orange and lemon trees should be let 
alone until they are three or four years 
old, then the dense spray in the 
center of the trees may be cut away, 
leaving all main branches which do not 
crop or chafe each other. I saw last 
summer, what was left of a once fine 
orange orchard, which was nearly all 
killed by trimming the trees up five or 
six feet high, so as to be able to get up 
to them with the cultivator. The trunks 
were exposed to the sun and it killed 
them. Orange and lemon trees shonld 
be left with all their branches on until 
the head is large enough to shade the 
trunk. Then you may take off the lower 
limbs if you are crazy to prune. Olive 
trees require very little pruning until 
they are five or six years old. Take off 
the suckers, or better, h*-ap up the earth 
around them and let them root, then 
take them cff with a fine saw and plant 
them. This is the easiest way to raise 
them, unless you have a hot-house to give 
cuttings bottom heat. Keep the trunk 
shaded until the outside bark is hardened 
and impervious to the sun’s rays. 
The near is another tree which needs 
but little pruning, so is the fig. If you 
want to ruin your fig trees, for several 
years shorten in the limbs and you will 
succeed admirably. Cropping or strag­ 
gling limbs are always an exception, also 
any limbs which grow at a very acute 
angle with the trank, particularly on 
apricot trees. Such limbs should be cut 
away before they get much growth, as 
they are sure to split off when the tree 


gets a good size. Where limbs of large 
Bizd are taken off, the stamp should be 
shaved smooth with a sharp knife, and 
then coated with grafting wax or 6hellac 
varnish to prevent rotting. 
Objects of pruning—The first is to form 
the head. The second is to prevent the 
tree from overbearing, as peaches, plums 
and apricots are apt to do, thereby mak­ 
ing smaller fruit and breaking down the 
trees. The remedy already stated is to 
shorten in the last season’s growth. 
«orne have a third object, that is to 
make what is called an open head so as 
to let the sun shine on the fruit. I think 
this is fallacious. 
I find the choicest 
oranges, figs, apricots and other fruits in 
the most shaded parts of the trees. If it 
was intended to expose the fruit to the 
sou, Nature would not make a dense 
growth of wood and leaves beyond the 
last year’s wood, on which you find the 
fruit. 
A friend of mine in Missouri had 
a long trellis eight feet high, covered 
with Concord vines, which were loaded 
with grapes. He thought he would give 
them the much-extolled advantage of 
san and air, so as to ripen them quickly, 
so he cut cff every leaf which shaded a 
grape. 
Did they ripen? No! 
The 
grapes remained green and soured on the 
vines, and were utterly worthless. 
Leaves have several functions. One ia 
to fhade the trank, tender branches and 
fruit; another is to suck up sap, or 
rather, to receive that which is forced up 
by some power, not understood, partly 
by capillary attaction, but perhaps more 
by endosmosis. Another function is, as 
before stated, to give off in sunshine all 
the oxygen contained in the carbonic 
acid which comeB up from the ground 
with the sap, thus converted into cellu 
lose, or plant fabric. 
Starch and sugar 
are chemically the same, and plants 
easily convert one into the other. 
The 
oils, acids, jellv, pulp and fruits, etc., 
are all formed out of carbonic acid and 
water, or sap. Thus, after the leaves 
have assimilated or digested the sap, it 
is returned to all parts of the tree or 
plant to build up and ripen the fruit, as 
well aB the tissues of all parts of the treo 
and roots 
I am in faver of judicious pruning, but 
I am opposed to barbarity. I don’t be­ 
lieve iu “Jack always keeping his knife 
sharp for the purpose of hacking off a 
limb every time he comes near a tree.” 
I think we prune to excess. There is no 
use in cutting grape vines here as they 
do in Europa. Thera, the vines are 
trimmed eo as to sustain themselves, be­ 
cause stakes are out of the question. 
Where poplar trees are shorn like a 
mule’s tail for the wood for making char­ 
coal for cooking purposes, wood is scarce. 
I have seen in Europe miles of poplar 
trees on each side of the roads trimmed 
up as high as a man dare climb; so the 
vines are trimmed to make them stand 
alone. I am eure our vines would bear 
five times as much as they do if five 
times as many eyes were left on each 
cane, instead of cutting all canes back to 
two eyes. If the ground is not rich 
enough to bring the fruit to its highest 
perfection, fertiliza it. More fertilizing 
and less pruning would be, in my judg­ 
ment, the wisest course to pursue. Why 
not prune walnut, pear, persimmon and 
other trees, as we prune our fruit trees? 
There is as much reason for pruning 
them as there is for pruning other trees. 
Gentlemen, we are near the twentieth 
century, and I hope the world is more en­ 
lightened than it was sixty yearBago, and 
tuat the inhabitants will discover many 
new things and facts, among them the 
fact that an unpruned tree when trans­ 
planted is more certain to live and does 
far better than a pruned tree, and that 
when they feel determined to do some 


prnning they will curb their fury until 
the next year, when they can go at it 
without danger of killing the tree. If I 
have opened anavenne of thought which 
will lead to knowledge or good resalte, I 
will be thankful and will feel well repaid 
for the trouble of engrossing so much 
verbiage. 
CHERRY CULTURE. 
The next paper was on cherry culture, 
written by Gilbert Tompkins, of San 
Lorenzo. It was as follows: 
Taking one year with another, there is 
no fruit that gives more satisfactory re­ 
turns throughout this section of the 
country than the cherry. The rich val­ 
ley land that lies around San Leandro, 
San Lorenz) and Haywards, is unusually 
well fitted for cherry culture, in both soil 
and climate. Iu former days 8an Fran­ 
cisco received a very large proportion of 
the entire amount of cherries consumed 
from the pioneer cherry orchards of San 
Lorenzo and vicinity. Many other sec­ 
tions of the State produce at the present 
rime fine fruit in large quantities, and 
the virtual monopoly formerly held by 
this district has disappeared, although 
the business is still very profitable at 
prices about one-tenth the size of tho *e 
received fifteen and twenty years ago. 
In my experience, the bsst results have 
been gained on rich, not too light valley 
land. Adobe is not nearly as well suited 
to the cherrv as a lighter and more 
friable soil. On the other hand, I would 
not choose a soil containing much sand 
or gravel for the site rf a profitable 
cherry orchard, although this may not be 
the experience of cherry growers in other 
parts of the State. The trees are stow in 
coming into bearirg. A sample of the 
fruit may be expected in a few years 
8frer planting, but there is a great differ­ 
ence between an occasional handful of 
fruit and a crop large enough to pay for 
the expenee of cultivating the orchard 
and handling the fruit. I doubt if a 
cherry orchard will really pay in this 
section before 
it is 
eight years 
of age, 
although 
some varieties 
produce profitable crops earlier than 
others. The Rock port Begarrean is one 
of the best standard varieties as an early 
producer. 
The Napoleon Begarrean 
(Royal Anne) seldom gets down to actual 
bearing before the trees are nine or ten 
years of age. There are exceptional 
cases that differ from what I have just 
stated. The cultivation required de­ 
pends very much on the soil and cir­ 
cumstances. The southern farm orchard 
is plowed from two to three times a year 
and weed knives and cultivators are 
kept going aB they are needed. I have 
adopted the plan of pruning every other 
year. I think that that is the best plan 
for any tree that is eo apt to run to wood 
growth as is the cherrv on our rich land. 
By leaving the trees unpruned there is 
not that stimulus given to the produc­ 
tion of wood, and the energy of the tree 
is more generally used in forming fruit 
wood. Dowiog states that the generally 
accepted theory of the formation of iruit 
wood is the ripening of the sap in the 
limbs of the tree. 
If the branches 
are left uncut the ripening process goes 
on much faster than when the growth of 
the tree is perpetually stimulated by the 
cutting of the branches. With proper 
handling cherries are one of the best of 
the shipping fruits. While many parts 
of the States produce good cherries the 
area of land suitable is much less than 
for many other fruits. So with im­ 
proved shipping facilities we look for a 
steady and profitable market for all first- 
class cherries.

This, he thought, waB 
ali wrong, and he did not eee the use 
in manifesting that kind of feeling 
Everybody should feel aB he did that 
California is the greatest Stale for fruit 
in the Union and there should be no 
small sec ional feeling 
He should 
always raise hie voice against it. The 
two eectiene of the State did not enter 
into a competition as to tha fruits they 
r«ised and there shonld only be the best 
of feeling between them. 
President Cooper stated that Mr. Bar- 
nnm’s essay stated that his remarks only 
applied to thoee portions of the State of 
which he knew. 
Mr. L. W. Buck said that the two 
parts of the State'did not enter into com­ 
petition but the people of the north did 
not want to have stones thrown at them. 
He hoped that the people here would be 
satisfied -nd that the visitors would go 
home satisfied. The 8tate was large 
enough for all. 
Mr. Black, of Santa Ana, thought that 
when the fruit-growers met together they 
should meet in unity, representing the 
whole State. He thought that one or 
two remarks should have been left on- 
said, bur then those remarks did not hurt 
the people of the North. 
Dr. Conger, of Pasadena, said that the 
fruit-growers of ibis section did not en­ 
dorse any sentiment such as that ex­ 
pressed in the address. The people of 
Southern California were sorry that any­ 
thing should have been said that would 
lend to hurt the feelings of the people cf 
any part of the Slate. 
Mr. McDonald said that he did not feel 
hurt, but he felt that such sentiments 
should be corrected, and the best place 
to correct them was in the convention. 
J. H. Cullom, . Dr. Congar, Judge 
Aiken, L. W. Buck and others did not 
agree with Mr. Varo urn’s paper on prun­ 
ing or planting deciduous fruit trees. 
B. N. Rowley offered a resolution to 
the effect that a committee of five be ap­ 
pointed to visit the convention of the 
transcontinental roads at Coronado, and 
endeavor to obtain better freight rates 
on dried fruits, raisins and green fruits to 
the East, which resolution was adopted, 
and the convention adjourned until this 
morning.

E d i t o r s H e r a l d —The forced notoriety 
of the Maldonado estate, and my con­ 
nection therew ith as attorney for the 
guardian, through the unnecessary and 
jealous coaductof O’Melveny & Henning, 
prompts me to address a word to those 
who may have any concern in the m at­ 
ter, through the medium of the press. 
This last petition filed by them for the 
removal of the guardian is the third of 
its kiud, and would m erit no attention 
were it not for the charge that the guard­ 
ian, in the sale of certain real estate be­ 
longing to her ward, received $9,900 for 
tuo property, but accounted to the court 
for only $5,900. 
This statem ent is false 
and malicious, and they have reason to 
know the contrary. Tne report made to 
the court of this sale is absolutely true in 
every particular, and will he fully proven 
so upon the hearing of their petition. 
Some time ago, pending the second 
petition in this m atter, they announced 
thennelves in court very anxious to pro­ 
cure the evidence of the guardian to be 
used on the hearing of the petition. 
As 
the attorney for the guardian I readily 
consented to the taking of her deposi­ 
tion, and, at the time and place fixed by 
the court for taking the deposition, the 
Court Commissioner appointed for that 
purpose, the guardian and myself were 
the only persona present. 
We remained 
for one hour, and neither of them ap­ 
pearing, the Court Commissioner de­ 
clared tne taking of the guardian’s depo­ 
sition discontinued. 
Since that time they have not songht, 
and, as I am informed and believe, are 
not now seeking to have her evidence at 
the hearing. 
I have been connected with the m an­ 
agem ent of this estate for nearly four 
years, and I take pride in inviting all 
those who feel sufficiently interested to 
inspiict the records from beginning to 
end. 
This estate has been through such a 
storm of litigation th at it is almost as 
notorious in our courts as the famous 
case of Jarndyce and Jarndvce was in 
the English Chancery Courts,* and yet 
the estate has been successful at every 
step and in every instance u d to the time 
th at OWlelveny & 
Henning were em 
ployed for the guardian daring my itb 
sence at the State Legislature. Through 
their mismanagement the ward lost a 
valuable ranch and became liable for 
several hundred dollars expenses. 
Since my return I have reassumed, at 
the request of the guardian, the attorney­ 
ship of the estate. 
W ith respect to excessive fees, I will 
state that the guardian and 9 ’Melveny

those responsible for it. 
I have nothing 
to explain or apologize for, but, at the 
proper time, 1 may have cause to feel 
justified in resenting this malicious at­ 
tack.

At half past two o’clock in the after­ 
noon another meeting of the unemployed 
was held at the same place. Tbe meet­ 
ing was addressed by Carl Browne, who 
offered a series of resolutions asking the 
citizens to contribute to a fund to be 
used in employing tbe most needy 
and destitute at the earliest opportunity. 
The following committee was appointed 
to carry the resolutions into effect: 
First w.trd, Joeeph Mesmer; Second 
ward, Stephen Nicoletti; Third ward, 
W. A. Botello; Fourth ward, C S. Syl­ 
vester; Fifth ward, E. M. Wade; Sixth 
ward, S. B. Bowlee; Seventh ward, W. 
C. Randolph; Eighth ward, Theo. 
Summerland; Ninth ward, Al. Work­ 
man ; at large, Carl Browne. The meet­ 
ing then adjourned until this evening at 
7:30 o’clock, 
The Board of supervisors. 
The sunfi of $166 84 was transferred 
from the general road fund to the San 
Gabriel road district. 
The deeds for the new road in the 
Verdugo ce ñ on were accepted, and a res­ 
olution passed to abandon the old road 
as p o o u as the new road is opened. 
The matter in relation to the Wilming­ 
ton avenue and Orange street extension 
was dismissed for lack of jurisdiction. 
The clerk was instructed to communi­ 
cate with the board of Orange county in 
relation fo demands made and others to 
be made for expenses in connection with 
the county division, with a view of learn­ 
ing the disposition of Orange county as 
to these demauds.

Tho sum of $55 01 waB ordered trans­ 
ferred from the county expense fund to 
the Ivanhoe school fund.

The road overseer was ordered to run 
a furrow along both sides of Derby 
street. 
The report of the viewers of the Cen­ 
tral avenue extension was filed, and 
March 24th set for hearing.

THE KIDNAPPING CASE.

Justice Austin was occupied all day 
yesterday in the preliminary examina­ 
tion of the San Pedro Bailors charged 
with having kidnapped Louis Busch and 
Henry Kemp from tho schooner Nettie 
Sundborg on the night of the 26th ult. 
At 9 :30 o’clock in the morning the ex­ 
aminations of F. C. Kiel ard A. Ander­ 
son was resumed, Busch being recalled for 
cross-examination. At the close of his 
testimony, Deputy Sheriff J. F. Ander­ 
son wap called and told how he learned 
that tbe men were at Portugese Bend 
and how ho later learned they were on 
Catalina Island—where he discovered 
them. The missing men were taken 
to Portugese Bend in a pilot boat be­ 
longing to t ie Coast Seaman’s Union. 
Henry Kemp followed and corrobor­ 
ated Busch’s story in every respect, and 
at the end of his direct examination, the 
court took a recess until 2 o’clock for 
lunch. 
, 
.At 2 o’clock Kemp again took the 
stand for his cross-examination, and he 
was followed by J. E. Johnson and N 
Wugener, the cook and captain of the 
schooner Nettie Sundborg. The prose­ 
cution rested its case, and by agre^men 
of counsel the case was continued for 
argument until 4 o’clock this afternooD. 
At 3 :40 o’clock the first case against 
Fred Enevoldsou was called, and Louis 
Busch was examined briefly, it being 
stipulated by counsel tha* tbe tentimony 
taken in the case aguinst F. 0. Kiel and 
A Anderson should form part of the tes­ 
timony in this case. This case was also 
continued for argument until 4 o’clock 
today.

C. Kiel and A. Anderson came up 
for examination upon their necond 
charge, that of kidnapping Henry K«mp, 
at 3:50 o’clock, and Kemp having testi­ 
fied briefly, the same order was made a? 
in the preceding case. 
At 4 o’clock Ene voldson came up again 
on the charge of kidnapping Kemp, who 
briefly related tbe s-ury of his abduc­ 
tion. 
Then came the two charges 
against Chas. Miller and J. A. Anderson, 
and in all these cases the i-anie stipula­ 
tion and order was made, the last one 
being disposed of at 4 ;30 o’clock.

In 1723 there lived in Pesth, the capital 
of Hungary, Karol Kowatee, a shoe­ 
maker, whose ingenuity in cutting and 
carving en wood brought him into con­ 
tact with Count Andrassy, with whom he 
became a great favorite. The Count, on 
his return from a mission to Turkey, 
brought with him a piece of whitish clay, 
which had been presented to him as a 
curiosity on account cf its extra ordinary 
light specific gravity. It struck me shoe­ 
maker that, beiug porous, it would be 
well adapted for pipes, aa it would ab­ 
sorb the nicotine. The experiment was 
tried, and Karol cut a pipe for the Count 
and ono for himself. 
He would work on them in odd 
momenta during workiDg hours without 
wiping the wax from his hand. He no­ 
ticed that the wax gave the pipes a pretty 
brown polish aud also that they smoked 
more sweetly. Other noblemen hearing 
of the wonderful species of clay im­ 
ported it in considerable quantities for 
the manufacture of pipes. The natural 
scarcity cf this clay, known aa meer­ 
schaum, and the great cost of importa­ 
tion rendered ita use exclusively con­ 
fined to the richest noblemen of Europe 
up to 1830, when it became a more gen­ 
eral article of trade. The first meer­ 
schaum pipe made by Karol Kowatee 
has been preserved and is now in tbe 
museum at Pesth.—[Globe-Democrat.

It is a common error to suppose evory disease 
which is at'ended by oppressed brea'biug to be 
Asthmn or Phthisic v* e have shortuessoi breath 
in Consumption and Pnenmoni**, just ns we do 
in Asthma, only that In th cB C diBueRes it is al­ 
ways present, whereas In Asthma i t occurs in 
paroxynns. 
Asthma is a spasmodic disease of tho lungs, 
which manifests itself in periodic aitacks or 
'•tits " It c-omefl ou suddenly and Is attended 
with great difficulty of breatning while it lnsts, 
but when the attack is over the patient breathes 
almost as well as in health. 
Nervous, Humid aud Dry Asthma are names 
given to different forms of this disease. Emphy­ 
sema is an other and more inveterate kina of 
Asthma, while Hay Fever or Rose Cold 1b a pe­ 
culiar variety o Asthma which occurs at a 
ceitain season of tho year. Each of cliese forms 
of disease differs somewhat from the others in 
By.-, ptoms. but practically th-.se distlcc iousare 
of very littl» value.

When ho coughs rp clea, water, with a 
white froth on the surfHce, we Buy he has 
Humoral Ai thma. Iu Nervous Asthma there in 
very little expectoration of nny kind. Hay 
Fever always begins as a crying co d i » the 
head or influenza, and a clear water runs from 
tho nose and the eyes b forc the Asthma fit 
comes on. In Emphysema the expectoration is 
generally thick, aud continue» so in tbe 
intcrva' between tuo fits, while the shortness 
of breath is increased on the slightest exertion. 
It is a foolish conceit of many people to 
believe that if tiny have Asthma they cannot 
get Consumption. The truth i« he very op­ 
posite. They are more liable to fall into Cou- 
sumpiion because they havo Aithm a. Another 
idea in that Asthma Itsolt is uot a dangerous 
discaRe, and yet the published Mils of mortality 
for this city prove to all who read them tha't 
great numbers lose their lives ivery year by 
ihis foul destroyer of our homes.
